WHO  IS  THE  RESURRECTIONIST! 

By  Bev.  Oeorgs  0  Hoyea. 

Dear  Dr.  Field:  With  much  that  Thb 
Evangelist  says  in  reply  to  my  article 
published  in  the  issue  tot  July  16,  I 
heartily  agree.  But  from  some  things 
that  are  there  said  or  implied,  I  trust  I 
may  be  permitted  to  express  my  dissent, 
and  thus  close  the  discussion  M  far  as  I 
am  concerned. 

The  Evangelist  is  singularly  in  error 
in  saying  that  Prof.  Swing  was  never  in 
his  life  connected  with  any  New  School 
body.  Ho  united  with  the  Obioago 
Presbytery  in  1866,  and  remained  in  that 
connection  till  the  Reunion.  His  first 
call  to  Chicago  was  from  thie  North 
church.  Old  School.  This  he  Oeciined, 
and  almost  immediately  ther^ldter  re¬ 
ceived  and  acepeted  a  call  to  thePfestmin- 
ster  church,  New  School,  of  whihh,  and  of 
the  North  church  since  the  Rendioii — the 
two  having  united — be  is  still  pastor. 

I  was  not  unaware  of  the  fadi  that  the 
precise  questions  in  debate  nfore  our 
Presbytery  at  this  time  are  noltke  same 
questions  that  were  in  coDtrovMrty«forty 
years  ago.  But  I  did  not,  nor  do  I  now, 
suppose  it  to  be  necessary  to  iW^e  that 
the  old  divisions  or  parties  in  some 
measure  be  revived  in  the  dt^ate  over 
new  questions.  That  this  hai'  actually 
taken  place  is  a  fact  as  manifest  as  it  is 
deplorable  to  those  who  have  bken  direct¬ 
ly  involved  in  this  conflict.  In  my  former 
article  I  simply  attempted  tcT  set  forth 
this  fact,  and  to  show  how  it  cams  about. 
It  may  be  because  I  am  “  an'ardent  and 
devoted  advocate,”  but  I  cannot  see  that 
any  of  the  positions  taken  in' that  article 
have  been  either  overthrown  or  weaken¬ 
ed.  But  your  rejoinder  seems  to  assign 
to  me  a  role  which  I  have  never  played, 
and  which  I  am  not  willing  to  fessnme. 

When  you  assert  that  “  there  can  be 
no  possible  use  in  reviving  a  controversy 
of  a  former  generation,”  I  eafepestly  re¬ 
spond  amen  ;  and  “let  all  the  aeople  say 
amen.  ”  Frem  the  first,  I  did  all  that  I 
could  to  bring  about  the  Reunion.  I  re¬ 
joiced  in  it  when  it  was  accomplished  ;  and 
ever  since  I  have  endeavored Jto  “  study 
the  things  that  make  for  peace.”  Hence 
I  did  not  recognize  myself  when  I  was 
introduced  to  the  readertf  of  The 
Evangelist  as  one  who  was  attempting 
“to  revive  a  dead  controversy.”  But 
The  Evangelist  is  mistaken.  I  am  not 
the  resurrectionist  that  you  make  me  out 
to  be.  If  I  were,  I  should  deserve  all 
your  rebukes.  But  it  is  the  other  Dro- 
mio  that  you  want,  and  si^p^lMire  ia  no 
twinship,  and  but  little  kinship,  between 
us,  I  marvel  that  you  should  have  taken 
the  one  for  the  other.  It  is  just  be¬ 
cause  the  prosecution  of  Prof.  Swing  has 
revived  “  a  deatl  controversy,”  that  it 
seemed  important  to  have  the  fact  wide¬ 
ly  proclaimed,  to  the  end  that  as  lit¬ 
tle  mischief  as  possible  might  result  from 
the  continuance  of  this  prosecution.  As 
I  have  simply  chronicled  the  fact  that  a 
breach  of  the  peace  has  been  committed, 
I  am  quite  at  a  loss  to  understand  how  I 
thereby  become  a  disturber  of  the  peace, 
or  why  any  merit  of  “  discovery  ”  should 
be  ascribed  to  me  simply  because  it  fell 
to  my  lot  to  declare  what  was  at  that  mo¬ 
ment  a  notorious  fact. 

Let  me  say  further  that  neither  the 
counsel  of  Prof.  Swing  nor  any  of  .those 
who  felt  constrained  to  vote  for  his  ac¬ 
quittal,  have  ever  dragged  in  outside 
matters.  They  have  confined  them¬ 
selves  strictly  to  the  merits  of  the  case. 
Prof.  Swing  was  accused  of  being  un¬ 
evangelical.  He  denied  the  charge,  and 
the  Presbytery  decided  that  his  denial  was 
fully  supported  by  the  evidence  in  the 
case.  But  was  not  this  a  dragging  in  of 
the  issue  of  evangelical  and  unevangeli¬ 
cal  ?  Precisely  in  the  same  sense,  and 
to  the  same  extent  that  the  issue  of  Old 
and  New  School  was  dragged  in  ;  for  the 
accused  was  charged  with  not  being  a 
Presbyterian,  and,  in  his  answer,  he 
avowed  himself  to  be  a  New  School  Pres¬ 
byterian.  The  issue  thus  grew  otU  of  the 
very  case  itself,  and  it  was  raised  by  him 
who  brought  the  case.  To  take  any  other 
ground  than  this,  is  to  say  that  an  as¬ 
sailed  man  has  no  right  of  defense,  and 
that  he  is  himself  the  sole  disturber  of 
the  peace  if  he  offers  any  resistance  to  an 
assault  made  upon  him. 

Before  the  beginning  of  this  ill-judged 
prosecution,  one  of  our  morning  papers 
having  interviewed  the  prosecutor,  re¬

On  the  third  day  the  wind  died  to  a 
pleasant  breeze,  and  we  had  smooth  wa¬ 
ter  during  the  remainder  of  the  voyage.

Among  them  the  bishop  of 
dinton-avenue  church,  Brooklyn,  one  of 
the  best  loved  pastors  in  the  American 
pulpit.  Dr.  Budington  deserves  a  holi¬ 
day  after  a  year  of  anxious  laoors  in  be¬ 
half  of  sound  Church  order  in  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  Council,  which  cost  him  no  little  toil 
and  solicitude.  He  and  Dr.  Storrs  are 
entitled  to  a  gold  medal  from  the  whole 
Congregational  body.  They  have  coiled 
the  rope  of  ecclesiastical  order  around 
the  “  belaying  pin  ”  when  it  had  been 
paying  out  too  rapidly.  As  usual,  there 
were  several  Irish  priests  on  board,  go¬ 
ing  home  to  kiss  the  Blarney  stone. 

One  evening  we  had  a  jovial  social  en¬ 
tertainment  in  the  main  saloon,  when  ad¬ 
dresses  were  dehvered  by  Gov.

We  had  one  delightful  Sabbath  during 
the  voyage.  The  saloon  was  thronged  ; 
many  of  the  sailors  coming  in  to  the  ser¬ 
vice.  In  the  company  assembled  were 
dwellers  in  nearly  every  clime  ;  even  the 
remote  island  of  Trinidad  was  represent¬ 
ed  by  a  trio  of  Scotch  Presbyterians. 
Where  is  the  spot  under  the  whole  heav^ 
ens  to  which  a  Scotchman  or  a  Yankee 
has  never  penetrated  ?  The  very  word

In  The  Evangelist  of  this 
week  yon  have  an  editorial  notice  of 
“Fetich  ih  Theology,”  in  the  course  of 
which  yon  speak  of  “Dr.  Hodge’s  asser¬ 
tion  that  the  will  of  God  is  the  ground  of 
obligation,”  in  such  a  way  that  many  of 
yonr  readers  may  be  led  to  suppose  that 
the  assertion  is  absolute  and  unqualified; 
whereas  Dr.  Hodge’s  explanations  and 
qualifications ‘(termeil  by  the  author  of 
the  work  noticed.  Dr.  Hodge’s  “incon¬ 
sistencies  ”)  are  an  essential  part  of  Dr. 
Hodge’s  statement.  He  asserts  that  the 
ultimate  ground  of  moral  obligation  to  • 
rational  creatures  is  the  will  of  God|  not 
as  arbitrary,  but  as  the  expression  of  his 
infinite  excellence  ;  so  that  he  closes  bis 
statement  by  declaring  that  “  the  ulti¬ 
mate  ground  of  moral  obligation  is  the 
nature  of  God.” 

Analogously  Pictet  states  the  ground 
of  moral  obligation  to  be  “  the  nature 
and  will  of  God.” 

Would  it  not  be  an  act  at  once  graceful 
and  fair  to  Dr.  Hodge,  inasmuch  as  you 
have  given  such  a  conspicuous  represen¬ 
tation  of  Dr.  Hodge’s  alleged  position, 
to  give  also  to  yonr  readers  Dr.  Hodge’s 
own  statement  of  his  views,  as  I  enclose 
them,  being  all  that  he  says  under  this 
head  in  his  Systematic  Theology — VoL 
I.,  pp.  405,  406.  Jos.  R.  Mann. 

[The  extract  to  which  our  correspond¬ 
ent  refers  is  as  follows.  We  publish  it 
with  great  pleasure.—  Ed.  Evan.] 

“The  question  on  this  subject  is, 
whether  things  are  right  or  wrong  simply 
because  God  commands  or  forbids  them? 
Or,  does  He  command  or  forbid  them 
because  they  are  right  or  wrong  for  some 
other  reason  than  his  will  ? 

“According  to  some  the  only  reason  that 
a  thing  is  right,  and  therefore  obligatoiy, 
is,  that  it  tends  to  promote  the  greatest 
happiness,  or  the  greatest  good  of  the 
universe.  According  to  others,  a  thing 
is  right  which  tends  to  promote  our  own 
happiness  ;  and  for  that  reason,  and  for 
that  reason  alone,  it  is  obligatory.  If 
vice  would  make  ns  happier  than  virtue, 
we  should  be  bound  to  be  vicious.  It  is 
a  more  decorous  mode  of  expressing  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same  theory,  to  say  that 
the  ground  of  moral  obligation  is  a  ze- 
gard  to  the  dignity  of  our  own  nature. 
It  makes  little  difference  whether  it  be 
our  own  dignity,  or  our  own  happiness, 
which  we  are  bound  to  regard.  It  is  self 
in  either  case,  to  whom  our  whole  alle¬ 
giance  is  due.  Others,  again,  place  the 
ground  of  moral  obligation  in  the  fitness 
of  things,  which  they  exalt  above  God. 
There  is,  they  affirm,  an  eternal  and jte- 
cessary  difference  between  right  and 
wrong,  to  which  God,  it  is  said,  is  as 
much  bound  to  be  conformed  as  are  his 
rational  creatures. 

“The  common  doctrine  of  Christians  on 
this  subject  is,  that  the  will  of  God  is  the 
ultimate  ground  of  moral  obligation  to 
all  rational  creatures.  No  higher  reason 
can  be  assigned  why  anything  is  right 
than  that  God  commands  it.  This  means 
(1)  That  the  Divine  will  is  the  only  rule 
for  deciding  what  is  right  and  what  is 
wrong.  (2)  That  His  will  is  that  which 
binds  us,  or  that  to  which  we  axe  bound 
to  be  conformed.  By  the  word  *  will  ’  is 
not  meant  any  arbitrary  purpose,  so  that 
it  were  conceivable,  that  God  should. will 
right  to  be  wrong,  or  wrong  right.  The 
will  of  God  is  the  expression  or  revela¬ 
tion  of  His  nature,  or  is  determined  by 
it ;  so  that  His  will,  as  revealed,  makes 
known  to  us  what  infinite  wisdom  and 
goodness  demand.  Sometimes  things 
are  right  simply  because  God  has  com¬ 
manded  them ;  as  ciroomoision,  and 
other  ritual  institutions  were  to  the  Jews, 
Other  things  are  right  because  of  the 
present  oonstitution  of  things  which  God 
has  ordained  :  such  as  the  duties  relat¬ 
ing  to  property,  and  the  persaanent  re¬ 
lations  of  society.  Others  again  are 
right  because  they  are  demanded  by  the 
immutable  excellence  of  God.  In  all 
cases,  however,  ao  far  as  we  are  concern¬ 
ed,  it  is  His  will  that  binds  ns,  and  con- 
stitntas  the  difference  between  right  and 
Hia  will,  that  is,  as  the  expses- 


SOCIAL  VALUE  OF  THE  SANCTUARY.

When  yon  have  attended  to  the  un¬ 
folding  of  some  sacred  theme  from  the 
pulpit ;  when  yon  have  been  made  dis¬ 
tinctly  to  see  the  truth,  and  vividly  to 
feel  its  power  ;  when  the  Word  of  God, 
with  its  penetrating  energy,  has  entered 
into  yonr  soul,  producing  there  its  prop¬ 
er  eflei-ts  of  restraint,  of  prompting,  of 
guidance,  of  strengthening,  of  comfort, 
or  of  joy — have  not  you  been  sure  that 
not  your  mind  only  was  experiencing 
these  effects,  but  others  sitting  about 
you  ?  On  the  next  day,  when  yon  have 
met  some  fellow-worshipper,  and  a  mo¬ 
ment’s  conversation  shows  how  similarly 
yonr  minds  have  been  affected,  has  not 
that  common  experience  deepened  your 
interest  in  each  other  ?  When  in  the 
sanctuary  you  truly  pray  fthe  verbal  pe¬ 
titions  and  adoration  offered  by  the 
voice  of  another,  being  consciously  the 
utterance  of  yonr  own  emotions),  do  you 
not  love  to  feel  that  not  only  are  your 
personal  prayers  thus  ascending,  but  that 
on  the  wings  of  that  one  vocal  utter¬ 
ance  are  borne  up  to  the  ear  of  Jehovah 
the  harmonious  desires  of  a  whole  as¬ 
sembly  ?  Does  not  the  frequent  union 
of  your  soul  with  others  in  prayer,  pro¬ 
duce  a  most  sacred  and  strong  mutual 
attachment  ? 

When,  standing  up  with  yonr  fellow- 
worshippers,  you  unite  in 


them  meaningless, 
the  Gospel,  in  public  place  and  printed 
volume,  declares  that  we  are  to  accept  the 
twenty-third  Psalm  as  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
because  it  is  of  the  tenderness  of  the 
Gospel,  but  the  imprecatory  Psalms  as 
not  of  the  Holy  Ghost  because  they  are 
not  of  the  tenderness  of  the  Gospel,  and 
then,  with  his  friends,  puts  this  forth  as 
New  School  Presbyterianism,  he  does 
grievous  wrong  to  the  honored  dead  of 
that  name,  and  to  the  thousands  living 
who  are  followers  of  their  faith.  As  well 
might  Prof.  Swing  and  Mr.  Noyes  say 
that  Jesus  was  a  Saviour  when  He  spake 
peace  to  Mary  in  the  house,  or  to  the 
sinner  at  the  feast,  for  that  was  tender¬ 
ness  ;  but  was  not  a  Saviour  when  He 
scourged  the  traders  from  the  temple 
with  thongs,  for  that  was  wrath.  We  have 
had  this  rose  water,  effeminate  system 
dispensed  to  us  for  many  years  from  the 
Plymouth  pulpit,  and  have  made  no  ac¬ 
count  of  it,  for  it  was  from  without  ns  ; 
but  when  it  is  put  forth  from  our  own 
pulpits,  and  baptized  New  School  Pres¬ 
byterianism,  then  in  the  name  of  Rich¬ 
ards,  Barnes,  Duffield,  and  Dwight,  we 
spurn  the  system  and  reject  the  ordi¬ 
nance. 

When  Prof.  Swing  declares  that  he  has 
no  such  view  of  election,  as  regards  the 
Deity  having  no  more  reference  in  his 
choice,  to  the  qualities  of  a  Channing 
than  of  a  Hottentot,  and  calls  that  New 
School  Presbyterianism,  we  tell  him  that 
he  has  yet  to  learn  even  what  Election 
and  New  School  Presbyterianism  are.  If 
personal  qualities  were  regarded,  it  might 
well  be  doubted  whose  should  stand  first 
Moffat’s  Africaner,  in  his  natural  state 
attacking  a  lion  on  a  naked  rock  in  a 
river,  and  naked  and  alone  slaying  him 
with  his  assegai ;  in  his  Christian  state, 
with  the  same  heroic  courage,  for  this 
love  of  Jesus  breasting  all  the  malignancy 
of  the  conjurers  and  the  superstitions  of 
his  tribe ;  or  Livingstone’s- 


by  the  horizon.  For  over  two  hundred 
miles  not  a  house  other  than  the  build¬ 
ings  connected  with  the  railroad  stations. 
The  only  exception  to  this  was  in  favor 
of  a  few  of  what  are  called  “  Dugouts,” 
in  reality  a  sort  of  house  in  the  ground. 
A  large  square  hole  is  dug  like  a  cellar 
tbe  size  wanted,  and  about  eight  feet 
deep,  a  board  floor  is  laid  upon  timbers 
about  six  inches  from  the  ground,  and 
lined  inside  with  boards  a  little  distance 
from  tbe  walls.  The  top  is  covered  with 
earth  laid  on  timbers  or  planks,  making  a 
roof  for  the  whole. 


NOTE  FROM  SARATOGA. 

Dear  Evangelist:  The  season  here¬ 
abouts  was  somewhat  backward.  Al¬ 
ternately  wet  and  cool  weather  prevailed 
in  June,  hindering  some  in  their  revisit 
at  this  famous  watering-place.  But  tbe 
delightful  weather  of  July,  the  College 
Regatta  and  Round  Lake  Camp  Meet¬ 
ing  (to  couple  things  apparently  incon¬ 
gruous),  drew  multitudes  from  all  direc¬ 
tions,  so  that  a  deluge  of  human  beings 
poured  into  Saratoga  about  the  middle 
of  July,  the  like  of  which  has  seldom 
been  witnessed  ;  filling  every  spare  room 
and  place  of  entertainment,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  hotel  and  boarding  accommoda¬ 
tions  exceed  any  village  probably  in  the 
world. 

Besides  the  many  thousands  encamped 
at  Round  Lake  at  the  national  campmeet¬ 
ing,  it  is  estimated  that  on  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  of  mid- 
July,  at  least  30,000  people  congregated 
on  the  shores  of  Lake  Saratoga  to  wit¬ 
ness  tbe  regatta  contest  between  twelve 
crews,  representing  as  many  colleges  and 
universities. 

Princeton  was  tbe  winner  in  tbe  Fresh¬ 
man  contest  of  Wednesday,  and  Columbia 
of  New  York  city  in  the  college  regatta, 
comprising  nine  crews.  Tbe  race  is  not 
always  to  the  swift,  nor  the  battle  to  the 
strong.  Tbe  Wesleyan  crew,  compara¬ 
tively  young,  outstripped  even  Yale  and 
Harvard. 

I  have  my  serious  doubts  in  regard  to 
tbe  practical  benefit  of  regatta  contests. 
They  must  have,  doubtless,  like  every 
dog,  their  day.  Certain  am  I  that  a  deep 
seated  enmity  is  engendered  between  the 
Yale  and  Harvard  crews. 

President  Grant  gave  the  citizens,  vis¬ 
itors,  and  students  a  reception  in  the 
magnificent  parlors  of  Congress  Hall  on 
Friday.  He  also  visited  the  encampment 
at  Round  Lake,  and  was  greeted  with 
loud  applause  as  he  was  introduced  by 
tbe  presiding  Bishop  to  the  immense 
auf' ienoe  from  the  preacher’s  stand  ;  and 
afterward  he  listened  attentively  to  Rev. 
Dr.  Douglass  of  Canada,  who  preached  a 
very  able  discourse. 

Round  Lake  encampment  has 


one  song  of 
praise,  do  not  yon  feel  that  not  merely 
do  your  voices  blend  in  choral  harmony, 
but  that  yonr  spirits  flow  together  in 
unison  ? 

When,  by  tbe  habit  of  years,  you  have 
come  to  associate  yonr  privilege  of  Sab¬ 
bath  worship,  and  all  its  precious  experi¬ 
ences,  with  a  sacred  edifice  constantly 
frequented  ;  when  its  tower,  its  bell,  its 
aisles,  have  all  become  familiar,  and  have 
all  become  dear  ;  when  the  aspect  of  its 
pulpit,  viewed  always  from  the  same  an¬ 
gle  of  vision,  has  fixed  itself  in  your  eye, 
an  indelible  picture  ;  when  the  tones  of 
its  organ  and  of  its  bell  and  of  its  preach¬ 
er’s  voice  are  as  home-like  to  your  ear  as 
the  laughter  of  yonr  children,  or  the  gen¬ 
tle  voice  of  your  mother — have  you  not 
meanwhile  become  strongly  attached  to 
those  who  have  shared  these  experiences 
with  yon  ?  By  these  common  experien¬ 
ces,  have  not  your  souls  been  knit  to¬ 
gether  in  a  precious,  sacred,  peculiar  fel¬ 
lowship  ? 

To  him  who  conducts  the  sanctuary 
services,  this  Sabbath  intercourse  with 
bis  people  is  unspeakably  precious.  The 
social  intercourse  between  the  pulpit  and 
the  pews,  though  silent  on  one  side,  is  a 
felt  reality  on  both  sides.  To  utter  in 
God’s  name  truth  drawn  from  His  word, 
under  a  solemn  sense  of  responsibility 
for  faithfully  uttering  it,  and  to  feel  in 
the  hushed  stillness  of  attentive  hearers, 
and  read  in  tbe  responsive  beaming  of 
their  eager  faces,  the  assurance  that  the 
vivid  word  touches  their  awakened  spirits 
there  is  no  purer 


Tbe  entrance  is  by 
an  inclined  walk  from  the  surface  of  the 
ground  to  a  door  at  one  end.  Some¬ 
times  they  contrive  to  get  a  window  in 
one  or  both  ends  at  the  top.  At  Fort 
Wallace  we  were  introduced  to  a  lady 
of  education  and  refinement,  with  the 
adornments  of  veil,  parasol,  watch  and 
chain,  and  who  bad  occupied  a  brown- 
stone  front  in  an  Eastern  city,  who  was 
comfortably  roughing  it  in  one  of  these 
“  Dug-outs.”  There  is  never  any  rain  of 
consequence,  and  they  are  therefore 
quite  dry,  and  the  protection  against  the 
severe  cold  of  Winter  is  very  complete. 
At  this  point  we  met  the  President  of 
the  Kansas  Pacific  Railroad,  Robert  E. 
Carr,  Esq  ,  of  St.  Louis.  To  this  kind 
and  genial  gentleman  are  the  excursion¬ 
ists  indebted,  not  only  for  much  of  the 
pecuniary  advantage  of  the  trip,  but  also 
for  an  additional  locomotive  engine,  by 
which  we  were  enabled  to  make  up  for 
much  of  the  time  previously  lost  by  rea¬ 
son  of  our  heavy  train. 

Arrived  at  Denver  late  at  night,  we 
awoke  in  this  marvellous  city  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  on  the  morning  of 
June  5tb.  Most  of  our  party  went  im¬ 
mediately  on  to  Georgetown,  but  we  de¬ 
cided  to  rest,  and  spend  Sabbath  in  Den¬ 
ver.  Our  Sabbath  services  were  at  the 
Seventeenth-street  Presbyterian  church, 
morning  and  evening,  where  we  heard 
two  excellent  sermons  by  Rev.  Mr.  Haw¬ 
ley  of  Batavia,  N.  Y. 

On  Monday  the  remainder  of  our  party 
left  for  Georgetown  via  Colorado  Cen¬ 
tral  Railroad  for  Gclden.  Here  we  took 
the  narrow  gauge  railroad,  through  Clear 
Creek  Canoa  to  Floyd’s  Hill.  This  ride 
is  the  most  exciting  in  its  grandeur  and 
beauty  of  any  I  had  ever  imagined.  Tbe 
stream  is  shut  in  for  miles  between  solid 
walls  of  perpendicular  rock,  with  a  space 
so  narrow  in  some  parts  of  it  at  the  top 
that  yon  only  see  a  strip  of  sky  above 
them,  not  more,  apparently,  than  fifty 
feet  wide.  There  is  a  heavy  up  grade 
over  which  out  plucky  little  engpne 
whirled  us  at  the  rate  of  some  twenty 
miles  an  hour.  The  road  crosses  and 
recrosses  the  stream  constantly,  darting 
(that  is  the  word)  in  and  out  so  rapidly 
that  you  gain  no  satisfaction  in  trying

venerabile  nomen  ! — Sickely,  hanging  for 
days  over  the  chapters  of  Isaiah,  rapt 
like  the  Prophet  himself ;  and  when  the 
missionary  was  driven  forth  by  violence,

between  the  qualities  of 
such  men,  I  say,  and  those  of  a  man  who 
could  in  a  solemn  discourse  in  a  city 
pulpit,  brand  as  the  “Gallows  Scheme  ” 
the  doctrine  of  the  Gross  ;  if  qualities 
were  to  be  regarded  in  Election,  give 
me  the  heathen  mind  that  should  clasp 
tbe  Cross  in  love,  rather  than  the  cultur¬ 
ed  mind  which  could  spurn  the  Cross 
with  the  scorn  of  a  Julian. 

But  this  is  neither  here  nor  there. 
What  we  wish  of  Prof.  Swing  and  Mr. 
Noyes  is  this :  if  this  is  their  view  of 
Election,  the  grounds  of  choice  lying,  in 
any  respect,  in  qualities  of  men,  not 
solely  in  the  mind  of  God,  then  let  them 
stand  tor  themselves  in  it.

This  is  my  third  voyage  on  the  China. 
Her  captain  (Gill)  is  an  affable  sailor, 
but  like  all  his  fraternity  of  the  Cnnard 
fleet,  as  watchful  as  a  lynx.

because  the  majority  of  that  body 
formerly  New  School ;  but  that  he  did 
expect  to  gain  it  in  the  Synod,  because 
a  majority  of  its  members  were  formerly 
Old  School.

When  they  came  into  my  chemistry 
lecture-room,  the  students  could  hardly 
suppress  their  astonishment,  for  both 
the  Doctor  and  Mr.  Dyer  are  twe  of  the 
largest  men  I  ever  saw,  being  each  consid¬ 
erably  over  six  feet  in  height  They  are 
both  good  solid  Scotch  gentlemen,  and 
do  credit  to  their  Highland  origin. 

When  they  retired  the  class  drew  a 
long  breath,  and  exclaimed  "  What  gi¬ 
ants  I  ”  for  they  had  never  seen  their 
equals  in  point  of  size,  as  Japs  are  usu¬ 
ally  rather  diminutive. 

I  have  just  heard  that  Hatak^yama 
(Soogiwoora)  has  returned  to  Tokei,  but 
I  have  not  seen  him  yet.  He  came  back 
with  the  Shimadzn  Saburo  the  other 
day,  and  I  will  probably  meet  him  to¬ 
morrow.  One  of  our  best  business  Japs 
at  the  Gtekko  here  is  soon  to  be  sent  off 
to  establish  schools  in  Nigata. 

The  ‘‘  Home  ”  is  in  a  most  prosperous 
condition,  and  they  have  constant  appli¬ 
cations  that  they  cannot  meet. 

Yon  probably  heard  of  the  loss  of  the 
French  steamer  off  point  Idzu  not  long 
ago  ;  many  lives  were  lost.  This  point 
is  the  one  right  to  the  east  of  Shidzuooka, 
where  I  thought  my  old  jip  junk  would 
be  wrecked  last  January,  but  my  goods 
weathered  the  cape,  nevertheless. 

That  great  porphyry  bowl  which  I 
brought  from  Shidzuooka,  and  which 
H’toshbasb,  the  ex-Tycoon  gave  me,  was 
broken  by  Sam  Patch  the  other  day.  He 
undertook  to  make  a  bath-tub  of  it,  and 
poured  hot  water  into  it,  when  it  liter- 
aUy  exploded — with  a  report  like  a  can¬ 
non. 

The  Shidzuooka  folks  are  not  particu¬ 
larly  pleased  at  my  having  gained  my 
point  so  decidedly  in  regard  to  my  chem¬ 
ical  apparatus,  &c.;  but  I  had  it  all 


We  made  for  ' 
that,  and  when  we  reached  it,  found  it  ] 
deserted,  and  not  a  drop  of  water  for 
ourselves  or  our  horses.  We  pushed  i 
on  along  the  road  five  or  six  miles  fur-  i 
ther,  and  saw  a  large  house  to  our  right,  i 
and  concluded  we  must  be  on  the  road 
toward  our  destination.  When  we  had 
gone  two  or  three  miles,  we  came  to  the 
top  of  a  hill,  and  had  a  grand  survey  of 
the  surrounding  plains  ;  but  not  a  house 
was  in  sight,  save  the  one  we  had  just 
passed.  Only  one  vast  expanse  of  wheat 
spread  away  in  every  direction  toward 
the  distant  horizon ;  and  as  the  richly- 
laden  stalks  bowed  and  rolled  their  heavy 
heads  before  the  afternoon’s  breeze,  the 
whole  appeared  like  a  mighty  ocean  of 
slowly-rolling  billows;  and  to  our  eyes 
there  appeared  to  be  grain  enough  in 
this  great  San  Joaquin  Valley  to  supply 
all  the  granaries  in  the  world,  and  I 
thought  how  the  inhabitants  of  famish¬ 
ed  India  would  rejoice  in  such  a  harvest. 

But  with  no  building  in  view,  except 
the  one  we  had  passed  a  mile  or  two  back, 
and  with  night  fast  approaching,  we  de¬ 
termined  to  go  back  and  inquire  there  whe¬ 
ther  we  were  on  the  right  road,  and  how 
distant  the  place  might  be.  Again  we 
plunged  into  the  grain,  nearly  back-high 
to  our  horse,  and  over  a  very  rough  low¬ 
land  reached  the  large  house.  But  O. 
horrors!  Not  a  living  soul  was  there,  and 
not  a  drop  of  water  could  be  had  for 
man  or  beast !  No  other  house  was  in 
^  view,  and  ni^^t  was  upon  us,  with  no¬ 
thing  to  eat  or  drink,  and  we  were  al¬ 
most  famished.  Now  the  terrible  thought 
^  came  into  my  mind,  but  I  did  not  express 
it,  that  we  were  lostt 

I  soon  climbed  a  Height  near  by  and 
■  looked  and  looked  in  the  direction  I 
thought  we  ought  to  go,  till  at  length  I 
^  espied  what  appeared  to  be  a  white  spot 
along  the  far  distant  horizon.  But  how 
^  far  away  it  might  be  I  could  not  tell — 

,  perhaps  ten,  possibly  twenty  miles ;  for 
I  distance  is  as  deceptive  on  the  level 
plains  as  on  the  ocean.  But  toward  that 
^  white  spot  I  resolved  to  go,  as  it  seemed 
our  only  hope  of  saving  ourselves  and  our 
^  animals.  We  hastened  on  as  fast  as  pos- 
^  sible  through  the  high  grain  and  higher 
weeds,  and  over  the  rough  clods  and  wide 
cracks  ;  but  when  we  had  made  three  or 
,  four  miles  I  saw  stretching  in  front  of  us 
’  a  row  of  scattered  live  oaks.  Then  I 
feared  we  were  coming  upon  a  river, 
which  would  bar  our  progress ;  but  I 
thought  we  should  get  water  at  any  rate, 

’  and  our  horses  conld  feed  on  the  grain,  if 
‘  we  had  to  lay  out  over  night.  But  when 
we  reached  the  row  of  trees  we  found 
’  ourselves  on  the  bank  of  a  deep,  wide, 
dry  water  course,  which  we  afterwards 
learned  was  Dry  Greek.  The  banks  were 
so  high  and  steep  that  it  was  impossible 
to  descend  into  and  cross  the  creek  where 
we  were.  But  far  to  the  right  I  thought 


whole  twelve  miles, 
hare  all  across  this  region  of  country.  1 
At  Merced  City  we  found  the  rest  of  : 
our  party  awaiting  our  arrival  at  the  El  i 
Gspitan  Hotel,  a  fine  large  building  with 
all  the  modern  improvements  and  con¬ 
veniences,  and  which  can  be  seen  for 
many  miles  across  the  plains.  We  found 
the  proprietors  very  kind  in  their  treat¬ 
ment  of  us,  and  very  reasonable  in  their 
charges.  We  were  delayed  here  three 
days,  trying  to  obtain  three  horses  for 
the  oUier  three  members  of  our  party  to 
make  the  trip  into  the  valley  with. 
Washburn  and  McCready  keep  a  large 
livery,  but  said  their  riding  horses  were 
all  at  Clark’s,  ninety  miles  distant,  and 
wanted  the  horseless  part  of  our  company 
to  go  there  in  the  stage.  But  they  were 
bound  to  go  with  us  on  horseback.  Then 
this  firm  asked  sixty-five  dollars  each  for 
horses  to  go  into  the  valley,  and  the 
same  amount  for  the  return  trip.  This 
charge  we  deemed  outrageous,  and  an 
attempt  to  compel  ns  to  go  in  a  way  we 
had  determined  we  would  not;  and  as 
we  were  unacquainted  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  we  offered,  if  these  men  would 
buy  us  three  horses  for  from  thirty  to 
thirty-five  dollars  a  head — for  which  we 
knew  plenty  of  horses  could  be  had  there 
— to  give  them  the  horses  on  our  return 
for  their  trouble. 

This  offer  touched  their  hearts,  at 
length,  and  they  agreed  to  let  us  have 
three  horses  and  one  pack  animal  for  six 
dollars  a  ■  day  for  the  round  trip.  This 
we  deemed  quite  reasonable,  but  as  we 
had  to  feed  the  horses  at  a  cost  of  one 
dollar  and  a  half  per  night  on  our  way, 
making  the  actual  cost  three  dollars  per 
day  for  each  animal,  besides  tolls,  we 
did  not  find  the  bargain  any  to  our  ad¬ 
vantage  after  all.  And  here  let  me  say 
to  all  strangers,  never  go  to  Merced  hop¬ 
ing  to  hire  riding  horses,  or  any  other 
conveyance,  at  any  reasonable  rate  to  go 
to  the  Yosemite  Valley.  Buy  your  tick¬ 
ets  in  San  Francisco,  and  go  by  the  reg¬ 
ular  conveyances,  or  take  your  animals 
with  you,  unless  you  can  make  your  ar¬ 
rangements  at  Merced  before  going 
there.  Our  delay  gave  us  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  hear  an  excellent  sermon  on  Sab¬ 
bath  morning  from  the  Rev.  John  Creath, 
who  is  supplying  the  Presbyterian  church 
in  Merced,  and  seems  to  be  doing  a  good 
work.

No  Admiuion  on  the  Sabbath. 

Readers  of  this  correspondence  will  re¬ 
member  bow,  season  after  season,  we 
have  deplored  the  Sabbath  desecration 
attending  campmeetings  in  this  vicinity, 
especially  by  the  throngs,  most  of  them  of 
mere  excursionists,  who  load  the  Sunday 
trains,  regular  and  extra.  We  have  now 
to  express  the  great  pleasure  with  which 
we  notice  the  advertisement  of  the  Man¬ 
agers  of  the  campmeeting  at  Gbester 
Heights,  commencing  July  21st,  and  to 
continue  two  weeks.  It  gives  particu¬ 
lars  of  the  running  of  trains,  and  closes 
with  the  announcement  "No  admission 
on  the  Sabbath,  The  gates  wiU  be  kept 
dosed  on  that  day."  Ghester  Heights  is  a 
property  of  a  hundred  or  more  acres, 
about  forty  of  which  is  beautitul  forest. 
It  is  owned  by  the  Philadelphia  Gamp¬ 
meeting  Association,  and  is  furnished 
with  all  modern  conveniences  for  camp- 
meetings,  Sabbath-school,  and  church 
excursions,  and  others  of  reputable  char¬ 
acter,  and  is,  for  something  of  the  kind, 
in  incessant  use  during  the  se^on.  It  is 
on  the  Baltimore  Gentral  railroad,  some 
twenty  miles  out. 

Meantime  a  colored  campmeeting  on 
another  road,  advertises  continuance 
over  two  Sabbaths,  giving  notice  of  the 
running  of  Sabbath  trains,  and  urging 
attendance.  It  is  well  known  that  in 
such  cases,  the  meeting  takes  a  percent¬ 
age  of  the  fares. 

Agreeing  on  a  Verdict. 

A  novel  and  facile  method  of  securing 
this  result,  was,  if  correctly  reported, 
adopted  by  a  jury  of  our  Quarter  Sessions, 
in  a  rather  important  case  closed  on  the 
18th  inst.  After  a  rather  protracted  but 
fruitless  effort  for  unanimity,  mindful  of 
the  prospect  that  the  report  of  a  failure 
to  agree  might  result  in  their  being  re¬ 
turned  to  another  tedious  session,  they 
committed  the  verdict  to  lot.  Twelve 
ballots  marked  guilty,  and  twelve  others, 
not  guilty,  were  put  into  a  hat,  and  after 
a  process  of  thorough  mixing,  each  juror 
'  drew  out  one,  all  having  previously 
agreed  to  report  the  result  as  unanimous. 

'  The  hat  returned  seven  for  conviction, 
and  five  against,  and  so  the  verdict  guil¬ 
ty  was  returned  to  the  court  as  agreed 
upon,  and  so  recorded,  the  judge,  at  the 
time  of  ordering  the  record,  knowing  no¬ 
thing  of  the  process  by  which  it  was  ob¬ 
tained.  Before  resorting  to  it  the  jury 
stood  nine  for  acquittal,  and  three  for 
'  conviction.  Of  course  this  will  not  end 
'  the  matter.  To  this  orignal  device  for 
'  terminating  the  labors  of  a  jury,  our 
'  court  wags  suggest  one  improvement  as 
[  simplifying  the  method — the  tossing  of  a 
'  penny.  But  a  more  serious  view  of  it,  as

The  success  attending 
the  plan  was  so  marked  as  to  secure  a 
partial  adoption  of  it  in  Germany,  where 
it  takes  the  name  of  the  American  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  some  approach  has  been  made 
to  it  in  Boston,  also  at  the  Roosevelt  Hos¬ 
pital.  In  both  the  latter  cases,  however, 
the  experiment  is  embarrassed  by  at¬ 
taching  the  new  ward  to  the  old  high 
building,  for  without  perfectly  isolated 
pavilions,  the  benefit  of  the  system  is 
very  imperfectly  attained.  In  the  prop¬ 
er  carrying  of  it  out  in  civil  service,  our 
institution  now  leads  off,  the  first  in  this 
country,  if  not  the  first  in  the  world.  It 
does  so  with  the  advantage  of  broad  un¬ 
occupied  space  on  its  own  grounds,  and 
an  elevated  and  breezy  location. 

The  plan  adopted  is  a  series  of  isolat¬ 
ed  one-story  pavilion  wards,  each  ward 
being  an  oblong  box  140  feet  in  length, 
set  upon  piles  about  six  feet  above  the 
ground,  with  double  floor,  walls,  win¬ 
dows,  and  roof.  The  ventilation  is  at 
the  ridge,  and  it  can  at  once  be  seen 
what  a  strong  current  this  gives  for 
the  air  from  the  open  space  beneath, 
up  through  the  broad  apertures  on 
every  hand,  between  inner  and  out¬ 
er  works.  At  the  ridge  are  mov¬ 
able  windows  by  which  the  ventila¬ 
tion  can  be  regulated.  The  windows 
are  tall  and  sufficiently  numerous  to  ad¬ 
mit  air  from  without  to  the  interior,  as 
may  be  desired.  Provision  is  also  made 
for  cold  weather,  by  the  most  approved 
of  the  existing  methods  of  conveyance  of 
heat.  A  central  main  building  has  con¬ 
nection  with  the  wards  by  a  covered 
passage  way  of  considerable  length, 
along  which  rails  are  laid  for  conveying 
patients  and  their  supplies.  At  one  end 
of  each  ward  are  bath  rooms,  nurses’ 
rooms,  closets,  etc.  At  the  other  end  is 
a  large  sitting-room,  said  to  be  a  novel 
feature  in  this  country. 

For  that  essential  auxiliary  to  hospital 
practice,  a  salubrious  atmosphere,  the 
plan  in  theory  certainly  comes  up  to  our 
highest  conception  of  the  attainable. 
In  military  service,  where  the  opportu¬ 
nities  for  its  fuR  development  were  of 
necessity  much  hampered,  it  made  a 
most  excellent  record  of  practical  work¬ 
ing,  and  there  seems  no  conceivable  rea¬ 
son  why  it  should  not  have  like  happy 
adaptation  to  hospital  service  in  general.

MEA8UBE8  POB  TEMPEBAHCE  BEFOBM. 

In  a  discourse  on  Prov.  xx.  1,  the  Rev. 
W.  R.  Boggs,  pastor  of  the  Second  Pres¬ 
byterian  church  of  Memphis,  takes  occa¬ 
sion  to  consider  in  contrast  with  nn- 
scriptural  efforts  at  reform,  those  which 
fairly  come  within  the  approval  of  the 
Word  of  God. 

Foremost  among  these  measures  of  re¬ 
form  we  shall  do  well  to  employ  the  force 
of  example.  And  this,  not  on  the  false 
ground  above  alluded  to,  which  accuses 
moderate  use  of  being  in  all  cases  sinful, 
but  ou  the  Scriptural  ground  of  Chris¬ 
tian  prudence  under  special  circumstan¬ 
ces.  “  Though  I  may  feel  free  to  use 
these  beverages  without  discovering  any 
harm  to  myself,  yet  let  me  consider  care¬ 
fully  whether  by  abstaining  I  may  not 
be  enabled  to  exercise  more  influence 
over  others.  ”  This  is  safe  and  Scriptu¬ 
ral  ground.  It  is  a  beautiful  example  of 
the  love  to  our  neighbor  which  is  the 
essence  of  all  duty  between  man  and 
man.  It  is  caring  for  his  welfare  just  as 
I  would  for  my  own.  This  was  Paul’s 
magnanimous  conduct  when  trouble  arose 
in  the  Church  upon  the  question  of  eat¬ 
ing  meats  which  having  been  once  used 
in  idol  worship  were  afterward  offered 
for  sale  in  the  markets.  Some  Christians 
were  greatly  scandalized  at  the  thought 
of  eating  such  flesh.  Paul  felt  free  to  do 
it.  An  idol  was  nothing  to  him,  he  said. 
It  was  a  dead  block  of  stone,  wood  or 
metal.  He  could  eat  the  meat.  But, 
said  he,  “if  my  eating  meat  cause  my 
brother  to  offend  (stumble),  I  will  eat 
no  meat  while  the  world  standeth.  ”  This 
is  loving  our  neighbor  as  we  do  ourselves 
by  making  his  happiness  and  welfare  as 
important  as  our  own.  Apply  this  rule 
to  the  present  case,  my  brother,  and  in 
trying  to  help  others  you  may  save  your 
own  child — that  boy  who  is  so  constitu¬ 
ted  that  be  cannot  be  a  moderate  drink¬ 
er.  For  there  are  persons  who  must 
either  abstaia  or  be  drunkards,  and  some¬ 
times  it  is  not  found  out  until  it  is  too 
late.  My  child  or  yours  may  be  so  con¬ 
stituted.  Yes,  brother,  you  may,  perhaps, 
save  your  own  character  and  your  own 
soul  by  this  law  of  holy  self-denial  for 
example’s  sake.  “  I  am  not  afraid,”  says 
one.  “No  man  who  loves  liquor  is  ever 
safe,”  said  the  venerable  Judge  Long- 
street  to  me  many  years  ago.  And  he 
illustrated  the  truth  by  citing  the  case  of 
a  gifted  jurist,  his  friend  and  companion 
who  had  attained  his  sixtieth  year  with¬ 
out  ever  having  been  seen  to  stagger. 
After  that  ripe  age  he  became  a  hopeless 
drunkard  and  died  in  a  debauch.  Not 
afraid,  say  you  ?  Then  must  others  be 
afraid  foryou.  Not  afraid  ?  Mark  the  word 
of  the  wise  king  :  “Deceived  thereby.” 
It  is  well  stated,  for  this  insinuating  hab¬ 
it  has  stolen  with  stealthy  tread  into  Sen¬ 
ate  chambers  to  paralyze  that  tongue 
upon  whose  music  a  nation  hung  entranc¬ 
ed.  It  has  surprised  the  soldier  in  bis 
tent,  when,  but  for  it,  his  clarion  voice 
and  flashing  sword  had  led  embattled 
hosts  to  victory  and  fame.  Twice,  as  I 
can  remember,  great  victories  slipped 
from  Confederate  bands  through  the  po¬ 
tent  spell  of  drink.  Not  afraid  ?  It  W 
climbed  the  seat  of  human  justice  to  con¬ 
fuse  that  clear  intellect,  before  whose 
piercing  gaze  the  puzzles  of  the  law  were 
unravelled,  and  whose  decision  passed 
un^estioned  among  men  as  the  oracles 
of  God.  Not  afraid  ?  It  has  crept  like 
a  demon  into  the  sanctnary  of  God  ;  has 
sat  at  the  communion  table  with  its  flush¬ 
ed  visage  and  blood-shot  eye.  It  has  en¬ 
tered  the  sacred  desk  to  make  the  name 
of  the  consecrated  minister  of  religion  a 
byeword  in  the  rum  shop,  and  the  song 
of  drunkards.  In  this  damning  tempta¬ 
tion  surely  we  need  to  hear  that  warning 
voice,  “Let  him  that  thinketh  he  stand¬ 
eth  take  heed  lest  he  fall.” 

Again  he  says : 

But  having  done  all  this,  can  we,  as 
the  servants  of  God  and  the  friends  of 
mankind,  do  any  more  ?  Yes,  having 
followed  the  Master’s  rule  about  casting 
the  beam  out  of  oar  own  eyes,  we  shall 
be  prepared  to  go  a  step  farther.  Through 
the  ballot-box,  and  by  petition,  we  can  de¬ 
mand  of  oar  State  Legislature  such  laws 
as  shall  suppress  at  least  the  grosser 
forms  of  the  evil.  Let  the  vender  be 
.held  for  damages  to  the  injured  family 
of  him  to  whom  he  furnished  the  poison. 
Let  it  be  specially  ordained  that  no  bond 
or  release  signed  by  wife  or  child,  shall 
hold  good.  Let  it  be  lawful  for  any  offi¬ 
cer  or  citizen  to  bring  suit  in  the  name 
of  the  injured  family,  or  that  failing,  of 
the  State,  defrauded  of  the  life  and  ser¬ 
vices  of  her  subjects.  Let  the  vender 
be  liable  as  a  guilty  party  in  all  misde¬ 
meanors  and  crimes  committed  by  a  man 
while  under  the  influence  of  liquor  which 
he  has  sold  him.  And  then  let  good  citi¬ 
zens  band  themselves  together  in  anti- 
liquor  associations,  to  detect  and  punish 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law  all  who  deal 
in  strong  drinks  as  beverages.  Once 
more :  Let  public  opinion  hold  physi¬ 
cians  and  apothecaries  strictly  to  ac¬ 
count  for  their  share  in  the  evil,  and 
onr  work  is  done.  Do  this,  and  you 
shall  be  rewarded  by  the  speechless  but 
eloquent  thanks  of  broken-hearted  wo¬ 
men  ;  little  children  will  lisp  your  name 
in  prayer  ;  the  reclaimed  drunkard,  once 
mCHre  returning  to  the  paths  of  virtue 
and  happiness,  will  bless  yon  ;  and  God 
will  look  down  well  pleased  with  yonr 
work  of  love.  O,  brethren,  save  our 
precions  boys  1  thousands  of  whom  are 
doomed,  unless  matters  change,  to  go 
down  to  a  drunkard’s  grave  and  a  drunk¬ 
ard’s  hell ! 

FBEACHEBS  OF  HEATHENISM. 

A  writer  in  a  German  magazine,  the 
Beformiste  Kirchenzeitnng,  says  :  Men 
of  influence  among  the  Chinese  people 
in  Canton,  have  of  late  assumed  a  whol¬ 
ly  new  position  in  regard  to  Christian 
missions.  In  place  of  their  former  vio¬ 
lent  opposition,  they  have  resolved  to 
match  tile  preachers  of  the  Gospel  by 
works  of  mercy  and  by  public  preaching. 
In  pnrsnance  of  this  policy,  they  are  be¬ 
ginning  to  erect,  both  in  city  and  coun¬ 
try,  hospitals,  schools,  and  places  for 
preaching.  Last  year  the  missionaries 
of  the  London  Missionary  Society  had  a 
school  in  Fatcban  ;  but  they  bave  lately 
been  obliged  to  relinquish  it,  because  the 
heathen  children  no  more  attend ;  they 
prefer  to  go  to  the  free  schools  erected 
in  their  own  neighborhood  by  men  of 
distinction.  In  the  western  part  of  Can¬ 
ton  there  is  now  also  a  charitable  institu¬ 
tion,  to  which  public  officers  and  men  of 
wealth  are  contributing  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars.  Here  medicines  are  distributed 
gratis,  and  the  sick  receive  medical  ad¬ 
vice  without  charge ;  widows  and  or¬ 
phans  and  the  poor  find  support ;  per- 
Bcms  in  needy  circumstances  are  buried 
free  of  expense ;  and  free  schools  are  es¬ 
tablished  in  the  city  and  suburbs,  where 
the  best  helps  to  education  are  provided. 

But  the  modt  rematkable  cironmstance 
is  that  the  heathen  Chinese  are  now  imi¬ 
tating  the  public  preaching  of  evangel¬ 
ical  missionaries.  A  committee  of  the 
leading  citizens  recently  held  a  meeting 
to  examine  candidates  for  the  office  of 
preachers.  These  gentiemen  had  the 


INTELLECT  IN  OLD  AGE. 

On  this  subject  The  London  Spectator 
remarks  : 

There  is  no  reason  why,  as  regards 
anything  bat  new  abstract  ideas,  the 
mind  in  old  age  shonld  be  less  strong 
than  the  mind  in  maturity,  though  it  may 
have  more  difficulty  in  using  the  media 
through  which  it  works,  and  we  find  this 
con8Un%  to  be  the  case.  Very  old  Gener¬ 
als,  like  Radetzky,  bave  commanded  vic¬ 
torious  armies  ;  very  old  statesmen,  like 
Palmerston,  have  guided  parties  success¬ 
fully  ;  and  very  old  orators,  like  M. 
Theirs,  are  often  strangely  eloquent.  It 
would  be  almost  impossible  to  show  that 
for  oratorical  purposes  his  mind  has  aged 
at  all,  that  he  has  lost  any  of  those  pow¬ 
ers  which  go  to  create  oratorical  success 
unless  it  be,  and  we  should  doubt  that, 
the  acuteness  of  his  sensibility  to  the 
mental  atmosphere  around  him.  We  are 
accustomed  to  speak  of  Lyndhurst’s  la¬ 
ter  efforts  as  wonders,  and  so  they  were 
as  physical  efforts  ;  but  there  is  nothing 
in  old  age  to  make  a  man  less  capable  of 
reviewing  the  facts  of  the  year  by  his  old 
lights  with  all  the  eloquence,  and  bitter- 
temess,  and  epigrammatic  terseness  that 
he  ever  possessed.  The  Duke  of  Wel¬ 
lington  in  extreme  old  age  became  imper¬ 
vious  to  the  ideas  of  his  day,  and  showed 
a  strong  indisposition  towards  new  men 
even  in  the  army  ;  but  there  is  no  proof 
whatever  that  if  England  had  been  in¬ 
vaded  by  the  kind  of  army  he  was  acens- 
tomed  to  defeat,  be  would  not  have  dis- 1 
played  all  his  ancient  generalship.  He 
would  have  received  ^1  the  new  facts 
about  numbers,  equipment,  and  the  like, 
as  M.  Thiers  receives  the  new  facts  about 
revenue  and  expenditure,  and  would  bave 
applied  the  old  principles  as  successful¬ 
ly  as  ever.  Nothing  would  have  gone 
from  him  except  strength  of  will  to  com¬ 
pel  the  mind  to  perform  an  nnusual  and 
therefore  disagreeable  task.  Von  Meltke 
is  as  great  a  general  as  ever  he  was,  is 
able  even  to  develop  his  old  knowledge 
by  the  addition  of  a  system  of  railway 
strategy  ;  it  is  only  when  asked  to  con¬ 
sider  a  new  scheme  of  discipline  that 
his  mind  closes,  and  he  shows  himself 
unable  to  believe  or  even  to  follow  any 
idea  except  that  of  severe  punishment. 

We  say  “nothing”  had  gone,  because 
we  wish  to  put  our  argument  strongly ; 
but  we  say  it  with  reserve  as  to  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  connected  with  tbat  faculty  of 
which  we  spoke  a  fortnight  ago,  the  little- 
understood  faculty  of  mental  accumula¬ 
tion.  There  may  be  something  material 
about  that,  as  about  memory,  for  we  know 
very  little  of  the  circumstances  which 
affect  it — which  suspend  its  action,  for 
example,  in  the  Greek,  while  the  Jew, 
who  is  “  older”  than  he,  seems  to  possess 
an  increasing  quantity — and  one  of  these 
circumstances  may  as  regards  the  indi¬ 
vidual,  be  old  age.  That  the  faculty  is 
separate  from  memory -is  clear  from  its 
non-existence  in  animals,  which  have 
very  keen  memories  ;  but  it  may  have  a 
very  intimate  relation  to  it,  and  may  be 
subject,  like  the  memory,  to  coaditions 
almost  entirely  physical.  That,  however, 
is  a  mere  suggestion  en  passant.  The 
relation  of  matter  to  the  mind  has  been 
investigated  for  ages,  but  the  relation  of 
matter  not  to  mind,  but  to  the  powers 
which  the  immaterial  mind  utilizes  for 
its  own  benefit,  has  not  been  sufficiently 
studied  for  any  one  to  dogmatize  about 
the  subject,  and  our  point  to-day  is  inde¬ 
pendent  of  it.

AFRICAN  EXPLORATION. 

A  Hew  Expedition  to  the  Interior. 

The  fall  exploration  of  Africa  is  only 
a  qnestion  of  time.  Long  delayed,  and 
only  partially  accomplished  as  yet,  it  is 
Bare  to  come.  There  is  a  certain  class 
of  minds  for  which  its  unsolved  myste¬ 
ries  possess  an  irresistible  charm,  and 
there  is  another  class  of  minds  not  so 
mnoh  bent  on  solving  mysteries  as  on 
laboring  to  elevate  a  degraded  race,  and 
these  two  classes  are  really,  however  un¬ 
intentionally,  acting  in  concert.  There 
are  men  in  whom  individually  both  these 
two  classes  are  represented,  and  this  was 
oonspicaously  the  case  in  the  great 
pioneer  of  African  exploration — Dr.  Liv¬ 
ingstone. 

The  work  will  be  accomplished.  There 
is  no  doubt  of  that.  An  unknown  con¬ 
tinent  sends  abroad  its  challeoge  to  ad¬ 
venturous  spirits,  and  it  will  be  taken 
up.  Commerce  and  Science  too  will  be 
allies  in  the  work.  The  interests  of  both 
are  in  this  matter  coincident,  and  fast 
on  their  track  (if  as  in  the  case  of  Liv¬ 
ingstone  be  does  not  precede  them),  will 
follow  the  Christian  missionary.  But 
how  soon  will  this  result — in  any  case 
destined  nltimately  to  be  reached — come  ? 

It  seems  like  romance,  even  after  all 
that  Dr.  Livingstone  has  achieved,  to 
read  of  the  latest  project  for  African  ex¬ 
ploration.  A  vast  continent  is  to  be 
conquered  for  science  and  civilization. 
Its  resources,  as  we  learn  more  and  more 
of  them,  are  found  to  be  grand  and  ex¬ 
tensive.  Lakes  which  are  as  magnifi¬ 
cent  as  our  own,  rivers  which  are 
capable  of  being  made  the  channels  of 
a  vast  commerce,  fertility  of  soil  and 
beauty  of  landscape,  which  as  described 
to  us  seem  rather  ideal  than  actual — all 
this  we  are  assured  of  already,  and  our 
cariosity  only  rendered  more  inquisitive 
by  what  we  know.  But  to  accomplish 
tbetask  from  which  so  many  Lave  shrunk, 
and  in  which  so  many  noble  spirits  Lave 
fallen,  we  have — not  national  expeditions, 
not  explorers  fitted  out  and  sustained  at 
national  expense,  or  the  expense  of  learn¬ 
ed  and  wealthy  societies — but  a  combina¬ 
tion,  representing  the  journalistic  enter¬ 
prise  of  two  nations  separated  by  the 
ocean,  a  combination  which  asks  no 
favors  of  the  State,  calls  for  no  general 
contributions,  but  assumes  to  itself  the 
whole  burden,  and  of  course  the  whole 
glory,  of  an  enterprise  ihat  can  scarcely 
fail  to  make  its  mark  upon  the  world's 
history. 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  stated  in  the 
London  Daily  Telegraph,  of  July  4lb, 
a  journal  which  claims  to  have  the  widest 
drculation  of  any  daily  paper  in  London. 
It  says  : 

We  are  in  a  position  this  morning  to 
announce  that  arrangements  Lave  been 
concluded  between  the  proprietors  of 
The  Daily  Telegraph  and  Mr.  Bennett, 
proprietor  of  The  New  York  Herald,  un¬ 
der  which  an  expedition  will  at  once  be 
dispatched  to  Africa  with  the  object  of 
investigating  and  reporting  upon  the 
haunts  of  the  slave  traders  ;  of  pursuing 
to  fulfilment  the  magnificent  di-coveiies 
of  the  great  explorer.  Dr.  Livingstone, 
and  of  completing,  if  possible,  the  re¬ 
maining  problems  of  Central  African  ge¬ 
ography.  This  expedition  has  been  un¬ 
dertaken  by,  and  will  be  under  the  sole 
command  of,  Henry  M.  Stanley,  whose 
sncoessful  journey  in  search  of  Living¬ 
stone,  and  upon  the  suggestion  and  at 
the  charge  of  the  proprietor  of  the  New 
York  Herald,  was  the  means  of  succor¬ 
ing  the  illustrious  traveller,  and  secured 
to  science  the  fruit  of  bis  researches, 
while  it  enabled  our  distinguished  coun- 
toyman  to  prosecute  bis  latest  investiga¬ 
tions.  Mr.  Stanley  will  in  a  short  time 
leave  England  fully  equipped  with  boats, 
arms,  stores,  and  all  the  provision  neces¬ 
sary  for  a  thorough  and  protracted  Afri¬ 
can  expedition.  Commissioned  by  the 
Daily  Telegraph  and  the  New  York  Her¬ 
ald  in  concert,  he  will  represent  the  two 
nations  whose  common  interest  in  the 
regeneration  of  Alrica  was  so  well  illus¬ 
trated  when  the  lust  English  explorer  was 
rediscovered  by  the  energetic  American 
correspondent.  In  that  memorable  jour¬ 
ney  Mr.  Stanley  displayed  the  best  qual¬ 
ities  of  an  African  traveller  ;  and  with  no 
inconsiderable  resources  at  his  disposal 
to  reinforce  bis  own  complete  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  the  conditions  of  African  trav¬ 
el,  it  may  be  hoped  that  very  important 
results  will  accrue  from  this  undei taking 
to  the  advantage  of  science,  humanity 
and  civilization. 

The  enterprise  will  not  m<  rely  be  cred¬ 
itable  to  the  two  journals,  by  which  in 
concert  it  is  undertaken,  but  it  will  com¬ 
mand  the  respect  and  confidence  so  well 
earned  by  what  Mr.  Stanley  has  accom¬ 
plished  under  the  patronage  of  the  New 
York  Herald.  The  world  will  be  curious 
to  know  not  only  how  an  enterprise  of 
this  kind  will  succeed,  but  what  it  can 
aooomplisb  in  the  ^interests  of  scienoe 
and  humanity.  Africa  only  waits  to  be¬ 
come  known,  to  invite  to  itself  the  com 
mereial  and  industrial  enterprise  of  vari¬ 
ous  nationa  Its  native  products,  its  vast 
extent,  its  wonderful  capabilities  of  pro 
dnetion,  will  all  combine  to  make  it  a 
field  which  the  competitive  enterprise 
of  the  world  will  eagerly  seek.  The  hor¬ 


rible  slave-trade  of  the  east  coast,  which, 
we  regret  to  say,  still  continues,  notwith¬ 
standing  earnest  and  well  meant  efforts 
to  suppress  it,  cannot  long  survive  when 
a  profitable  and  at  the  same  time  legiti¬ 
mate  commerce  is  established  along  the 
line  of  the  African  coast.  The  hope 
which,  living  and  dying,  Dr.  Living¬ 
stone  cherished  above  all  the  credit  of 
bis  discoveries,  must  be  realized.  Chris- 
tion  missions  must  press  into  the  heart 
of  the  Continent,  keeping  pace,  to  say 
the  least,  with  secular  enterprise,  and 
thus  secular  forces  and  aims  will  be  made 
to  harmonize  and  cooperate  with  the 
great  Christian  project  of  African  regen¬ 
eration. 

Little  probably  did  Capt.  Cook,  when 
he  was  exploring  the  hitherto  unknown 
islands  of  the  Pacific,  imagine  to  what 
results  his  labors  would  indirectly  and 
ultimately  lead.  Africa  may  be  explored 
by  men  who  scarcely  appreciate  the  lofty 
aims  of  Livingstone,  but  past  experience 
warrants  the  anticipation  that  indirectly 
at  least  they  will  be  casting  up  a  highway 
for  the  Gospel.  While  therefore  ye 
praise  the  energy  and  the  adventurous 
spirit  that  would  unveil  the  mystery  of  a 
great  continent,  we  hail  these  as  the  co¬ 
operative  forces  which  are  included  in 
the  providential  scheme  for  the  redemp 
ton  of  a  benighted  race.  The  enterprise 
of  the  New  York  Herald  and  of  the  Lon 
don  Telegraph  will  be  appreciated,  as 
well  as  the  daring  and  sagacious  energy 
of  Mr.  Stanley,  and  not  thousands  mere 
ly,  bnt  millions  will  wait,  anxious  to  hear 
what  such  enterprise  and  energy  can  ac¬ 
complish. 


THE  BROOKLYN  SORROW. 
We  are  sure  that  our  readers 


our  readers  will 
thank  us  for  noi  publishing  much  in 
regard  to  the  wretched  scandal  that  is 
now  attracting  such  attention  in  Brook¬ 
lyn.  When  the  case  is  heralded  all  over 
the  country,  published  in  hundreds  of 
papers,  with  all  its  disgusting  details, 
there  is  surely  the  more  reason  why  re¬ 
ligious  journals,  that  go  into  thousands 
of  happy,  Christian  homes,  should  re 
frain  from  dwelling  upon  it,  and  refer  to 
it  only  when  compelled  to  do  so  in  the 
sacred  interests  of  truth  and  justice 
The  whole  thing  is  to  us  intensely  pain 
ful.  We  cannot  think  of  all  the  suffer¬ 
ing  brought  to  different  homes,  that  falls 
not  only  on  men  and  women,  but  on  in¬ 
nocent  children,  without  a  feeling  of  the 
utmost  sadness  and  pity.  Then,  too 
how  Religion  suffers  by  all  this  mad  war 
When  such  stories  run  riot  through  the 
land,  the  whe^e  Church  is  put  to  shame 
We  shall,  therefore,  omit  all  details,  and 
state  only  in  a  few  words  (in  order  to 
quiet  rather  than  stimulate  curiosity) 
how  the  case  stands.  It  is  enough  to 
say  that  the  “  great  scandal,”  which  has 
been  smouldering  for  two  years,  has  fi 
nally  burst  out  into  a  flame.  It  has  cul 
miuated  in  a  direct  charge  of  Mr.  Tilton 
against  Mr.  Beecher,  of  adultery  with 
the  wife  of  the  former.  This  charge  is 
met  on  the  part  both  of  Mr.  Beecher  and 
Mrs.  Tilton  with  an  explicit,  positive 
and  solemn  denial.  It  is  repelled  with 
indignation  as  a  base,  malignant,  and 
atrocious  falsehood. 

If  the  case  were  rested  here — if  it  were 
only  the  unsupported  accusation  of  Mr, 
Tilton  against  the  solemn  declarations  of 
Mr.  Beecher  and  Mrs.  Tilton,  the  public 
would  not  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  ac 
cept  the  testimony  of  two  against  one, 
and  would  dismiss  the  astounding  charge 
as  the  product  of  a  wild  imagination 
wrought  upon  by  some  strange  frenzy 
leading  it  to  give  an  actual  existence  to 
the  wildest  phantasms  of  the  brain.  But 
unfortunately  these  accusations  are  inter 
woven  with  extracts  from  letters  of  Mr, 
Beecher,  written  in  a  tone  of  sorrow  and 
humiliation,  of  repentance,  and  almost 
of  despair,  which  it  is  very  dilficult  to 
reconcile  with  the  theory  ot  perfect  in 
nocence.  Probably  Mr.  Beecher’s  friends 
themselves  will  not  claim  that  no  wrong 
had  been  committed,  but  only  that  it  was 
not  the  wrong  here  charged,  but  simply 
an  interference  in  Mr.  Tilton’s  family 
affairs,  which,  though  well  meant, 
suited  in  aggravating  his  domestic  trou 
bles,  and  the  issue  of  which  filled  him 
with  such  sorrow  as  led  him  to  write  in 
a  tone  of  self-reproach,  which  a  disinter 
ested  spectator  would  think  wholly  unde 
served.  This  theory  might  be  accepted 
but  for  the  intense  language  used,  which 
is  very  extraordinary  indeed.  However, 
it  would  not  be  just  to  give  any  opinion 
on  this  until  hearing  the  explanation  ot 
Mr.  Beecher  himself,  which  is  promised 
to  the  public,  and  which  we  are  assured 
will  clear  up  the  whole  matter.  This  we 
heartily  desire.  The  thing  has  got  to 
pass  where  almost  any  change  will  be 
relief.  It  is  rJways  darkest  just  before 
day.  Let  us  hope  it  will  prove  so  now 


from  whom  we  have  been  separated,  and 
forgetting  the  things  that  are  behind, ' 
willing  to  unite  with  faithful  wit¬ 
nesses  for  tne  truth  throughout  the  en¬ 
tire  Presbyterian  family  in  earnestly  con¬ 
tending  for  the  faith  which  was  once  de¬ 
livered  to  the  saints. 

It  seems  probable  that  Dr.  Brookes  will 
remain  pastor  of  his  church,  the  latter 
retaining  an  independent  position,  but 
conceding  to  their  pastor  such  a  connec¬ 
tion  for  himself  as  he  prefers.  This  is 
perhaps  the  wisest  and  kindest  solution 
of  the  matter  for  the  present.  The  South¬ 
ern  Church  will  not  approve  the  coarse 
of  Dr.  Brookes,  but  they  must  respect  his 
motives  and  recognize  his  kindly  spirit. 

MONUMENTAL  TESTIMONY  TO  SCRIP¬ 
TURE  HISTORY. 

In  the  current  number  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Quarterly  and  Princeton  Review, 
an  article  on  “Assyrian  Monuments 
and  the  Bible.”  by  Prof.  Green  of  Prince¬ 
ton.  From  the  multitude  of  the  inscrip¬ 
tions  found  on  the  monuments,  it  selects 
some  of  the  most  striking  of  those  which 
connect  themselves  with  Scripture  his¬ 
tory,  showing  how  the  latter  derives  from 
them  illustration  as  well  as  confirmation. 
The  correspondence  between  Scripture 
statements  and  the  records  found  in  As¬ 
syrian  palaces,  is  certainly  equally  re¬ 
markable  and  gratifying.  Prof.  Green 
does  not  profess  to  give  an  exhaustive 
view  of  the  subject,  which  would  indeed 
be  impossible  in  the  limits  of  a  Review 
article,  even  if  all  the  extant  inscriptions 
were  translated  and  accessible.  But  he 
goes  far  enough  to  show  that  the  general 
accuracy  of  the  Scripture  record  is  placed 
beyond  question.  It  would  be  simply 
preposterous,  in  view  of  the  evidence 
here  adduced,  to  revive  the  doubts  in  re¬ 
gard  to  it  that  in  other  days  have  found 
emphatic  expression. 

It  will  enable  our  readers  to  appre¬ 
ciate  the  change  which  has  followed  the 
discoveries  of  Botta  and  Layard,  to 
state,  in  the  words  of  Prof.  Green,  how 
far  the  skepticism  in  regard  to  portions 
of  Old  Testament  history  had  extended 
previous  to  the  explorations.  He  re' 
marks  : 


EEY.  DR.  BROOKES  AND  THE  NOR 
THERN  ASSEMBLY. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brookes  of  St.  Louis  re¬ 
cently  announced  to  his  people  his  pur¬ 
pose  to  unite  with  our  branch  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.

But  while  frankly  setting  forth  his 
position,  he  gave  his  people  to  understand 
that  it  was  not  his  desire  to  draw  them  with 
him  against  their  inclinations,  and  he 
therefore  placed  his  resignation  in  their 
hands  that  they  might  act  upon  it  as  they 
chose. 

The  action  of  the  session,  which  was 
untinimous,  wasJ[to  the  (ffect  that  th< 
did  not  at  present  [see  the  way  clear  to 
have  the  church  represented  either 
the  Northerner  Southern  Asstmbly,  and 
they  add. 

We  furthermore  declare  that  the  re¬ 
cent  unanimous  action  of  the  Northern 
General  Assembly,  in  frankly  and  fully 
accepting  and  adoptiug  the  pnnciples  for 
which  we  have  testified  and  suffered  dur¬ 
ing  the  ijast  eight  years,  ought  to  be  and 
shall  l>e  the  end  of  our  controversy  with 
that  body. 

And  we  hereby  express  our  desire  to 
cooperate  with  all  in  the  Synod  of  Mis¬ 
souri  and  in  the  Southern  Assembly  who 
are  disposed  to  meet  this  action  in  a  fra¬ 
ternal  spirit,  and  are  ready  to  receive  it 
as  the  removal  of  every  harrier  to  the 
closest  brotherly  intercourse  with  those

acter  of  that  progress  which  is  going  for¬ 
ward  over  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
square  miles  along  the  western  border 
of  our  American  civilization.  They  are 
facts  which  appeal  not  so  much  to  pride 
over  national  growth,  as  to  Christian 
philanthropy,  eager  to  plant  social  and 
civil  institutions  on  the  basis  of  sound 
morals  and  a  pure  religion.  If  the  en¬ 
ergies  and  resources  of  the  Church  were 
taxed  to  their  utmost,  they  would  be 
scarcely  adequate  to  meet  the  demand 
imperatively  urgent  for  missionary  la¬ 
bor.  Of  these  Western  States  and  Ter¬ 
ritories  we  may  say  that  they  are  already 
nalions  in  embryo,  and  their  rapid 
growth,  romantic  and  marvellous  as  it 
appears,  does  not  admit  of  question. 
Illinois  has  to-day  a  population  nearly 
equal  to  that  of  the  nation,  when  thir¬ 
teen  colonies  united  to  throw  off  the 
British  yoke.  Yet  there  is  a  score  of 
States  or  Territories  lying  beyond  it  that 
already  average  each  a  larger  population 
than  she  had  a  generation  since.  From 
all  these  comes  the  appeal  for  Christian 
sympathy  and  help,  an  appeal  wuich  we 
must  meet,  and  meet  generously  and 
promptly,  if  we  would  do  our  duty  at 
once  to  ourselves,  our  brethren,  and  the 
Church  of  Christ.

The  above  summary  of  the  forthcom¬ 
ing  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  will 
be  looked  over  with  care  by  all  readers 
interested  in  the  progress  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church.  We  have  given  it  double 
column  space  in  order  that  this  annual 
history  of  the  Church,  so  far  as  it  can  be 
told  in  figures,  during  the  five  years  since 
the  Reunion,  may  bo  readily  compared. 

During  the  first  year  or  two  under  re¬ 
view,  the  consolidation  of  Presbyteries 
and  the  adjustment  of  their  boundaries, 
was  somewhat  imperfect,  and  affected  re¬ 
sults  ;  the  great  Memorial  Fund  also 
swelled  some  of  the  annual  items  of  1871, 
that  of  Church  Erection  especially.  These 
disturbing  elements  are,  however,  past 
and  gone,  and  now  we  think  that  the  accu¬ 
racy  of  our  Minutes,  as  well  as  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  neatness  of  their  execution,  is

at  Ednigsberg,  published  a  treatise  on 
the  Book  of  Genesis,  in  which  he  alh  ged 
that  the  accounts  therein  given  of  the 
origin  of  Babylon  and  Nineveh,  are  ut¬ 
terly  untrustworthy  ;  that  Babylon  was 
not  prior  to  Nineveh,  but  the  reverse  ; 
that  Nimrod  was  the  same  as  Merodach- 
b.iladan,  whom  the  writer  of  Genesis  had 
blunderingly  transferred  to  this  early 
date  ;  that  the  invasion  of  Canaan  by 
four  kings  from  this  eastern  region  in 
the  time  of  Abraham,  was  an  incredible 
fiction — that  the  story  is  concocted  from 
the  relations  of  a  later  period,  aud  the 
names  are  mere  transformations  of  later 
names,  except  that  of  Chedorlaomer, 
King  of  Elam,  which  is  a  pure  invention. 
And  Prof.  Enobel  of  Giessen,  seventeen 
years  later,  with  some  of  the  results  of 
the  explorations  before  him,  was  still  un¬ 
able  to  believe  that  a  King  of  Elam  could 
have  been  superior  in  Abraham’s  days  to 
the  King  of  Shinar  or  of  Babylon. 

Here  was  an  illustration  at  once  of 
German  learning  and  learned  skepticism; 
for,  in  the  words  of  Prof.  Green,  “  curi¬ 
ously  enough  wo  are  enabled  to  verify 
nearly  every  pcint  in  the  Mosaic  state¬ 
ments  which  are  thus  impugned.”  More 
than  this,  we  are  encouraged  from  past 
experience  to  anticipate  fresh  discove¬ 
ries,  and  the  solution  of  chronological 
difiiculties  which  still  remain.  So  sur¬ 
prising  have  been  the  results  already  at¬ 
tained  both  from  the  remains  of  Assyria 
and  of  Egypt — the  two  great  powers 
which  between  themselves  contended  for 
the  mastery  of  the  world,  and  threaten¬ 
ed  to  crush  the  Hebrew  nation  as  be¬ 
tween  the  upper  and  nether  mill-stone — 
that  there  seems,  as  Prof.  Green  points 
out,  a  peculiar  force  as  well  as  beauty  in 
the  prophecy  that  (Is.  xix.  23)  “the 
Egyptians  shall  serve  with  the  Assyri¬ 
ans.”  The  old  empires  known  to  his¬ 
tory  have  properly  no  successors  on 
whom  the  force  of  the  prophetic  words 
could  full ;  but  they,  out  of  their  tombs 
and  graves,  pay  tribute  to  the  truth  of 
the  sacred  narrative,  and  attest  beyond 
all  cavil  the  accuracy  of  the  inspired 
writers. 

And  this  is  the  more  remarkable  that 
it  is  only  within  the  last  century  in  re 
spect  to  Egypt,  and  less  than  half  a  cen¬ 
tury  in  respect  to  Assyria,  that  the  long 
buried  testimony  which  they  bear  has 
been  brought  to  light.  More  than  a  cen¬ 
tury  and  a  half  before  Herodotus  (“  the 
Father  of  History  ”)  took  up  the  pen, 
Nineveh  had  become  a  city  of  the  past, 
and  when  Xenophon,  leading  the  cele¬ 
brated  retreat  of  bis  10,000  from  the 
East,  passed  over  the  very  site  where 
Nineveh  once  stood,  be  was  not  aware  of 
the  buried  splendor  beneath  his  feet, 
and  passes  lightly  over  what  had  already 
faded  away  in  dim  tradition.  Recent 
discovery,  therefore,  seems  like  calling 
up  a  dead  witness  to  life,  to  meet  the 
demands  of  an  age  which  needs  a  rebuke 
for  its  hasty  and  baseless  skepticism. 


The  Presbyterian  Quarterly  and  Prince¬ 
ton  Review  for  July  contains — Assyrian 
Monuments  and  the  Bible,  by  Professor 
Green  ;  The  Abduction  of  Avedick,  trans¬ 
lated  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Holliday ;  On 
the  Approaches  to  the  English  language, 
by  Professor  Hart ;  Rhetorical  Analysis 
and  Synthesis,  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Mcll- 
vaine  ;  The  Anointment  of  Jesus  by  Mary 
of  Bethany  ;  and  Swing’s  Sermons.  The 
latter  are  severely  criticised,  and  their 
obnoxious  doctrinal  implications  rather 
than  assertions  very  fully  exposed.  At 
the  close  of  the  article,  our  summary  of 
“  the  Chicago  trial  ”  is  quoted,  with  ac¬ 
companying  remarks.  The  editors  ex' 
press  their  conviction  that  the  great  ma 
jority  of  the  Church  would  not  have  com¬ 
plained  of  a  simple  verdict  by  the  Pres 
bytery  that  the  charges  were  not  sustain¬ 
ed  by  the  evidence,  provided  it  had  been 
coupled  with  appropriate  censure  of  Pro 
fessor  Swing’s  modes  of  statement.  We 
still  adhere  to  our  position.  “For  some 
of  the  specifications,  there  was  hardly 
the  form  of  proof.  The  verdict  not  pro¬ 
ven  was  judicial  and  justified.”  The  edi 
tors  point  out  that  in  any  case — whether 
Professor  Putton  appeals  or  not — the  rec¬ 
ord  of  the  Presbytery  must  go  before  the 
Synod  for  review,  while  the  Synod’s  rec¬ 
ord  must  go  up  to  the  General  Assembly. 


ilar  yearly  record  compares  with  it  in 
these  respects. 

And  here  let  us  say  that  the  matter  of 
fresh  and  accurate  statistics  rests  first 
with  the  clerks  of  sessions,  and  second 
with  the  clerks  of  Presbyteries,  and  final¬ 
ly  with  the  clerks  of  Assembly.  Having 
in  mind  the  hundreds  of  hands  employ¬ 
ed,  first  and  last,  and  the  innumerable 
disconnected  items  set  in  order,  the  gen¬ 
eral  accuracy  of  the  whole  is,  we  repeat, 
very  creditable  to  all  concerned. 

After  giving  the  number  of  Synods 
and  Presbyteries — the  latter  increased  by 
two  this  year— the  summary  naturally 
falls  under  three  comprehensive  heads  : 
the  first  relating  to  ministers,  the  second 
to  churches  and  congregations,  and  the 
last  to  contributions.  It  appears  that  the 
number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  is 
just  the  same  as  in  1872,  and  less  by  three 
than  last  year.  The  number  of  licen¬ 
tiates  is  thirty-nine  less  than  last  year, 
and  of  licensures  sixteen — a  diminishing 
mostlydue,  we  8uppose,to  the  more  wake¬ 
ful  supervision  of  Presbyteries.  The  ranks 
of  the  ministry  have  been  increased  by 
sixty-three,  notwithstanding  eighty-five 
have  died  and  twenty-six  been  dismiss¬ 
ed  to  other  bodies.  This  last  number 
is  however  always  abundantly  repaid  by 
those  who  come  to  us  from  other  church¬ 
es — fifty-five  being  the  number  the  past 
year.  The  installations  are  sixty  less 
than  last  year,  and  the  dissolutions  eigh¬ 
teen  more — a  state  of  things  incident  to 
the  dull  times  in  manufacturing  towns 
and  indeed  throughout  the  country,  and 
which  must  have  correspondingly  in 
creased  the  number  of  “stated  supplies.” 

Coming  to  churches  we  find  the  round 
number  of  4946,  showing  a  total  increase 
of  144  the  lust  year,  despite  the  dissolu¬ 
tion,  by  hard  times  and  consolidation,  of 
63 — seven  more  than  in  1873.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-four  of  these  are  new 
organizations ;  and  we  have  received 
eleven  for  three  in  our  exchanges  with 
other  bodies — a  testimonial  perhaps  to 
the  value  of  Presbyterian  training. 

But  these  statistics,  and  those  yet  to 
be  glanced  at,  appreciate  their  quality  or 
the  contrary,  according  to  the  number 
added  on  examination.”  The  large  in 
crease  in  this  item  will  be  noted  with 
special  satisfaction  and  thanksgiving.  It 
is  the  product,  so  far  as  it  can  be  express¬ 
ed  in  a  single  sum  or  item,  of  the  usual 
agencies  and  activities  of  the  whoh 
Church  for  the  year,  indicating  the  effi¬ 
ciency  of  her  internal  nurture  and  exter¬ 
nal  effort.  Thirty-six  thousand  nine  hun 
dred  and  seventy-one  is  a  goodly  number 
certainly,  though  far  short  of  the  results 
which  ought  to  be  reached  by  such  a  well- 
equipped  agency  for  the  conversion  of 
the  world.  The  increase  over  1872  is 
8213,  and  over  the  last  year,  10,273, 
and  over  the  general  average  (30,440) 
since  the  reunion,  6531.  The  number 
added  on  certificate  is  also  larger  than 
during  any  other  of  the  last  five  years, 
and  the  two  items  bring  our  total  of 
members  to  but  4336  short  of  a  ttat.v 
MILLION.  The  adult  baptisms  show  a 
handsome  increase,  and  indicate,  as  near 
ly  as  it  may  be  got  at,  the  number  of 
those  who  come  from  without  the  usual 
ordinances  and  influences  of  the  Church 
The  number  of  Sunday-school  members 
shows  a  handsome  increase,  the  fruit,  we 
take  it,  in  part,  of  the  agencies  that  the 
Assembly  has  recently  set  on  foot  to  look 
after  this  important  department  of  work 
We  leave  the  large  topic  of  “  Contri 
butions  ”  for  another  time.

THE  WESTWARD  MARCH  OF  EMPIRE. 

We  hear  much  of  the  great  West  and 
of  its  rapid  development,  yet  it  is  proba¬ 
ble  that  but  a  very  small  portion  of  our 
most  intelligent  communities  at  the  East, 
have  anything  like  an  adequate  idea  of 
the  actual  progress  of  settlement  in  the 
States  and  Territories  west  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi.  Here  are  vast  regions  larger  than 
those  occupied  by  several  European  na¬ 
tions  combined,  throughout  which  the 
tide  of  immigration  is  already  large,  end 
is  increasing  every  day.  The  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Pacific  railroad  has  opened 
a  new  chapter  in  our  national  history. 
Wonderful  as  the  record  was  before,  it  is 
more  wonderful  now.  In  three  years 
the  population  of  Colorado  has  increased 
from  less  than  40,000  to  over  100,000. 
Two  years  ago  a  visitor  to  Colorado 
Springs  wrote  : 

“  Colorado  is  a  brilliant  example  of  the 
modern  system  of  organized  coloniza¬ 
tion,  and  this  settlement  of  Colorado 
Springs,  from  which  I  write,  is  a  most 
exci-llent  and  successful  illustration. 
Nine  months  ago  the  place  was  a  beauti¬ 
ful  rolling  mesa,  which  had  never  known 
the  habitation  of  man.  To  day  it  is  an 
embryonic  city,  with  every  condition  of 
a  fortunate  future  which  could  be  secured 
by  intelligence,  liberality  and  sagacity. 
There  are  churches,  a  school-house  and 
school,  a  lyceum,  a  full  muncipal  organ¬ 
ization,  justices  of  the  peace,  const  ibles, 
and  a  special  charter,  hotels,  railroad 
offices,  one  lawyer,  three  physicians,  a 
newspaper,  livery  stables,  stores,  insur¬ 
ance  and  real  estate  offices,  and  some 
600  or  800  inhabitants  (now  over  2,500). 
No  street  is  narrower  than  100  feet,  aud 
the  main  avenues  are  140.  Every  house 
that  goes  up  is  built  in  regular  order, 
and  by  good  mechanics,  shapely  and  in 
place.  The  municipal  charter  forbids 
the  sale  of  liquor,  and  secures  police 
regulations  which  could  not  be  enforced 
in  many  parts  of  Illinois.  I  can  safely 
say,  that  in  the  way  of  social  culture,  salu¬ 
tary  restraints  and  moral  influences,  the 
place  is  not  excelled  by  any  village  in  the 
States. 

In  the  old  times,  a  settler  would 
have  had  to  wait  many  years,  perhaps 
life-time,  to  have  gathered  around  him 
for  himself  and  children  the  comforts 
and  conveniences  which  are  here  at 
Colorado  Springs.  Now  we  go  West, 
and  find  civilization  ready-made  to  order 
waiting  to  receive  us.” 

This  is  an  exceptionally  favorable  case, 
it  is  true,  but  it  well  illustrates  that  rest¬ 
less  and  rapid  enterprise  which  is  extend 
ing  our  civilization  westward,  and  calling 
upon  the  Church,  in  its  Home  Mission 
work,  to  keep  pace  with  industrial  and 
social  progress.  The  writer  of  a  pamphlet 
on  the  westward  march  of  emigration  in 
the  United  States,  and  who  writes  espe¬ 
cially  with  reference  to  Colorado  and  New 
Mexico,  gives  a  rapid  sketch  of  the  growth 
of  the  former  in  connection  with  railroads 
He  says. 

Although  the  first  railroad  crossed  the 
desert  and  reached  Colorado  but  a  little 
over  three  years  ago,  it  is  possible  to 
point  already  to  demonstrated  results, 
which  go  far  to  confirm  all  our  theories 
about  the  inevitable  and  rapid  growth  of 
this  section. 

The  expected  emigration  at  once  set  in. 
At  the  beginning  of  1871  the  population 
of  Colorado  did  not  exceed  40,000.  Be 
fore  the  close  of  1873  it  had  reached 
100,000.  The  population  of  its  capital, 
Denver,  had  increased  in  the  same  time 
from  5,000  to  between  15,000  and  20,000, 
That  town  has  become  the  point  of  ar¬ 
rival  and  departure  for  the  trains  of  six 
railways. 

Along  the  156  completed  miles  of  one 
of  these  lines,  the  Denver  and  Rio 
Grande  railway,  extending  from  Denver 
toward  New  Mexico,  the  five  counties 
traversed  by  it  have  trebled  or  quad¬ 
rupled  their  wealth  and  population,  and 
the  taxable  appraisement  of  the  whole 
territory,  which  (as  it  does  not  include 
the  mines  and  cattle)  is  perhaps  less  than 
half  of  the  real  wealth,  has  increased 
from  316,015,521  in  1870,  to  335,669,030 
in  1873. 

The  town  of  Colorado  Springs,  of 
which  the  site  was  only  selected  just 
before  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  rail 
way  was  completed  to  it,  in  the  Autumn 
of  1871,  has  become  in  two  years  a  thriv¬ 
ing  place  of  over  2,000  souls,  and  prom¬ 
ises  to  double  in  another  year. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Denver 
and  Rio  Grande  railway,  in  1871,  Pueblo 
contained  only  500  people  ;  it  now  counts 
over  4,000. 

The  farming  population,  miners  and 
other  classes,  have  increased  proportion¬ 
ately  in  Colorado. 

The  effect  of  the  completion  of  118 
miles  of  main  line  of  this  road  has  been 
in  an  average  of  less  than  two  years  to 
add  20,000  people  to  the  population  along 
and  supplied  by  it. 

The  effect  has  extended  for  100  miles 
south  of  the  present  terminus  of  this 
railway,  so  that  we  find  the  town  of 
Trinidad,  on  tho  border  of  New  Mexico, 
which  before  had  but  a  few  hundred 
people,  now  numbering  over  1,200 — 
while  140  miles  southwest  of  Pueblo,  on 
the  Rio  Grande  (where  the  writer  forded 
the  river  in  the  Autumn  of  1871,  without 
seeing  a  soul  or  a  house)  there  is  now  a 
town  population  on  the  opposite  banks  of 
that  stream  (Del  Norte  and  Lcma)  of 
nearly  2,000. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  all  of 
these  places,  which  are  simply  indices  to 
the  rapid  colonization  which  is  going  on 
throughout  Colorado,  are  continuing  to 
increase  very  rapidly. 

Such  facts  as  these,  derived  from  the 
survey  of  an  absolutely  vast,  but  relative¬ 
ly  limited  region,  only  indicate  the  char- 


AROUND  THE  WORLD. 

The  Evening  Post  of  Tuesday  says  : 

Mr.  David  Dudley  Field  returned  to 
this  city  last  week,  after  an  absence  cf 
eleven  months,  during  which  he  has 
ma<le  the  circuit  bf  the  globe.  He  left 
with  his  family  last  August  to  attend  a 
meeting  at  Ghent,  in  Belgium,  of  Euro¬ 
pean  publicists,  to  found  an  “Institute 
of  International  Law,”  and  afterwards 
attended  another  meeting  in  Brussels  to 
form  an  International  “Conference,”  for 
the  reform  and  codification  of  the  law 
of  nations.  The  latter  is  a  more  numer¬ 
ous  body  than  the  former,  which  it  is  in¬ 
tended  to  supplement  and  assist.  The  de¬ 
sign  is  so  to  define  the  rights  and  duties 
of  nations  as  to  leave  as  few  as  possible 
causes  of  dispute,  and  in  case  a  dispute 
arises  to  use  every  means  to  settle  it  by 
arbitration,  instead  of  a  resort  to  war — 
a  movement  which  received  a  powerful 
impulse  from  the  happy  result  of  the 
Conference  at  Geneva  in  settling  the 
difficulties  between  England  and  the 
United  States.  This  be  urged  on  sever¬ 
al  public  occasions  in  France  and  Italy. 
From  Italy  he  went  to  Egypt,  and  up  the 
Nile,  and  thence  by  the  Red  Sea  to  Bom¬ 
bay,  and  spent  some  weeks  in  India,  from 
which  he  crossed  to  Ceylon,  and  sailed 
away  into  the  Southern  Ocean,  to  visit  his 
only  daughter,  who  is  the  wife  of  Gov¬ 
ernor  Musgrave  of  South  Australia.  Two 
months  were  passed  at  Adelaide,  Mel¬ 
bourne,  Sydney,  and  Brisbane,  where, 
as  we  learn  from  the  Australian  papers, 
he  was  received  with  distinguished  at¬ 
tention  from  the  officers  of  the  Colonial 
governments.  He  made  the  entire  cir¬ 
cuit  of  the  Australian  Continent,  which 
gave  him  a  large  impression  of  the  mag 
nitude  and  future  growth  of  that  great 
dependency  of  the  British  Empire.  He 
returned  through  the  Malayan  Archipel 
ago  to  Singapore,  from  which  he  sailed 
for  Hong  Kong,  and  gave  two  months  to 
China  and  Japan,  returning  across  the 
Pacific  to  San  Francisco.  In  this  ab¬ 
sence  of  nearly  a  year,  daring  which  he 
travelled  by  land  and  sea  forty  thousand 
miles,  he  met  with  not  a  single  accident 
or  misadventure,  and  returns  in  vigor 
ous  health.  But  he  has  been  so  long  a 
wanderer,  that  the  spirit  of  travel  seems 
to  be  in  him,  and  we  learn  that  he  sails 
for  Europe  again  next  week  Saturday,  to 
attend  a  meeting  at  Geneva  of  the  “In¬ 
stitute”  and  the  “Conference,”  both 
of  which  are  adjourned  to  meet  in  that 
city. 

EDITORIAL  NOTES. 

A  Chinese  imposter  by  the  name  of 
Wong  Chin  Foo,  has  recently  been  figur¬ 
ing  in  Rochester,  and  the  neighboring 
villages,  to  the  lining  of  his  own  pockets 
and  the  scandal  of  religion.  Plausible 
aud  shrewd,  he  obtained  a  public  hearing 
in  the  churches,  and  lectured  on  the  pe¬ 
culiarities  of  the  Celestial  Kingdom. 
The  utter  worthlessness  of  the  man  soon 
came  to  light,  and  he  took  an  abrupt  de¬ 
parture.  It  has  since  been  discovered  that 
he  pursued  the  same  course  at  different 
places  in  the  West.  We  hope  this  warn, 
ing  will  effectually  close  his  career,  aud 
for  that  matter,  make  it  altogether  more 
difficult  for  tramping  lecturers  to  gain 
access  to  either,  or  to  both,  pulpits  and 
pockets.  Demand  the  best  of  creden¬ 
tials,  or  give  them  no  hearing. 

By  a  mistake  of  the  printer,  the  ar¬ 
ticle  in  the  last  number  of  the  Prince¬ 
ton  Review  on  Prof.  Swing’s  Sermons, 
was  published  without  the  name  of  the 
author.  We  are  informed  that  it  was 
written  by  Dr.  Atwater,  who  (as  his  co¬ 
editor,  Prof.  Henry  B.  Smith,  has  been 
unable  on  account  of  ill  health  to  devote 
much  time  of  late  to  the  Review,  and 
did  not  see  this  article  before  its  appear¬ 
ance)  18  naturally  and  very  properly  de¬ 
sirous  (as  a  matter  of  justice  both  to  him¬ 
self  and  to  bis  associate)  that  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  it  should  rest  where  it  be¬ 
longs.  We  have  no  reason  however  to 
suppose  that  both  editors  are  not  in  sub¬ 
stantial  accord  on  this  subject. 

The  service  at  Leffert’s  Park,  Brook¬ 
lyn,  last  Sunday,  was  largely  attended. 
A  sermon  on  the  “  Leprosy  of  Sin  ”  was 
preached  by  Dr.  Bevan  of  London,  who 
occupies  Dr.  Scudder’s  pulpit  daring 
July  and  August.  The  Doctor  took  oc¬ 
casion  to  say.  before  beginning  his  ser¬ 
mon,  that  the  phraseology  of  the  adver¬ 
tisement  of  the  subject,  “America’s  great¬ 
est  disease,”  was  none  of  his  doing  ;  for, 
said  he,  the  disease  is  no  more  peculiar 
to  America  than  it  is  to  England  or 
France.  His  desire  was  to  tell  them,  aa 
brethren,  of  sin’s  burden  and  its  cure,  to 
show  that  Satan  attacked  all  nations  alike, 
and  that  Christ  was  the  healer  of  Jew  and 
Gentile.  The  nnusnally  large  audience 
listened  attentively.  These  open-air  ser¬ 
vices  are  destined  to  do  much  good 
among  a  class  who  do  not  frequent  onr 
churches.  _ 

The  body  of  Rev.  Charles  B.  Marriott, 
the  American  clergyman  who  lost  his  life 
on  one  of  the  Glaciers  of  the  Alps,  June 
23,  1873,  was  found  on  the  22d  of  last 
June  by  a  shepherd.  His  watch  and 
pocket-book,  containing  money,  were  in 
the  pockets  of  his  broadcloth  clothing, 
which  encompassed  only  a  skeleton. 

Duke  Decazes  said  on  the  2l8t  that  it 
was  impnsbihle  for  France  to  stand  aloof 
from  the  Brussels  Congress,  but  fol¬ 
lowing  the  example  of  England,  all  na¬ 
val  questions  will  be  excluded.

Our  Methodist  brethren  are  expecting 
to  gather  in  large  numbers  at  Chautauqua, 
or  its  immediate  vicinity,  for  the  purpose 
cf  holding  a  sort  of  Sunday-school  camp- 
meeting.  The  exercises  will  open  on  the 
evening  of  August  4th  and  continue  for 
fourteen  days,  divided  into  three  terms. 
The  arrangements  for  the  importation  of 
instruction  seem  to  be  on  a  thoroughly 
organized  and  extensive  scale,  and  while 
the  affitir  is  under  the  auspices  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  denomination,  all  are  welcome. 
The  topography  of  Palestine  is  to  be 
represented  on  a  large  scale,  the  beauti¬ 
ful  lake  doing  duty  as  the  Mediterranean 
Sea.  We  observe  that  the  Erie  road  fur¬ 
nishes  half-fare  tickets  from  New  York 
to  Jamestown  and  return  ($11.40);  the 
Atlantic  and  Great  Western  also  haU 
fare  ;  while  the  Lake  Shore  road  runs 
from  Cleveland  to  Fair  Point  and  return 
for  $5.50,  and  from  Buffalo  to  Fair  Point 
and  return  for  $2.10.

Specifications  ;  Declaration  of  Professor 
Swing  ;  Testimony  of  Witnesses ;  Pro¬ 
tests  and  Answers  ;  Reports  of  Commit¬ 
tees  ;  Arguments  in  full ;  Opinions  of 
the  Court ;  Findings  of  the  Court  and 
Reasons  of  the  Presbytery  for  the  Ver¬ 
dict.  To  which  are  added  Prof.  Swing’s 
Letter  of  Withdrawal  to  the  Chicago 
Presbytery,  and  Prof.  Patton’s  Reasons 
for  appeal  to  the  Synod.  The  publishers 
are  Jansen,  McClurg  k  Co.,  Chicago. 
The  price  of  the  volume  mailed  free  is 
31.40  or  31.75,  according  to  binding. 

Dr.  McCosh  of  Princeton  addressed 
the  English  Presbyterian  Presbytery  of 
London  on  the  14th  instant,  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  the  proposed  Pan-Presbyterian 
Council.

CAMPMEETING  AT  ROUND  LAKE, 
SARATOGA. 

Reported  for  The  Evangelist 

A  grand  Methodist  canpmeeting  needs 
just  the  attractions  of  place  and  conven¬ 
ience  of  access  that  Round  Lake  offers. 
Here  we  find  a  beautiful  lake,  or  two 
lakes  connected  by  a  winding  creek — 
the  larger  lake  one  mile  across  and  three 
miles  in  circumference,  and  the  smaller 
one-third  its  size  ;  on  either  hand  wood¬ 
ed  hills,  and  a  few  farm-houses  complete 
the  picture.  The  shore  is  well  wooded, 
and  at  the  small  landing  eighteen  much- 
used  row-boats  come  and  go  at  twenty- 
five  cents  an  hour.  Tho  road  winds 
round  the  lake  shore,  making  a  charm¬ 
ing  walk  or  drive,  while  another  road  goes 
up  to  the  camp  city.  Here  the  ground 
is  quite  elevated,  and  wooded  with  very 
tall  trees,  the  tranks  trimmed  bare,  save 
a  thick  umbrella  of  foliage  left  upon  the 
top  for  shade.  The  whole  plateau  is  va¬ 
riously  divided. 

Here  we  see  a  circular  tabernacle,  with 
foliage  and  sky  for  roof,  tall  tree-trunks 
its  colonnades,  seats  provided  for  three 
thousand  people,  and  skirting  this,  white 
tents  from  which  much  of  the  service 
can  be  heard. ,  The  preachers’  platform 
at  one  end  is  handsomely  ornamented 
with  mottoes,  evergreens,  and  hanging 
baskets  of  flowers.  Next  in  the  circle 
come  the  beautiful  cottages ;  then  streets 
and  avenues  diverge  in  various  direc¬ 
tions,  named  from  Methodist  bishops 
and  clergy,  living  and  dead.  The  natu¬ 
ral  attractions  are  many.  The  camp 
ground  is  like  a  great  family  mansion 
that  all  may  enjoy.  We  need  no  intro¬ 
ductions,  for  we  are  all  one  great  camp- 
meeting  family  ;  cottages  and  tents  are 
rooms  in  the  great  mansion,  while  the 
grounds,  with  seats  of  rook,  tree-trunk, 
and  grassy  plot,  form  the  public  parlor 
of  the  house. 

The  people  learn  from  nature  how  to 
make  the  homeliest  things  attractive.  As 
nature  covers  her  old  stones  and  roots 
with  -  moss  and  vine,  so  here  they  gather 
stones  and  old  roots,  trim  with  moss, 
ferns,  and  flowers,  and  imitate  the  Great 
Artist  in  beautifying  everything.  Every 
stone,  root,  clam-shell,  and  pebble,  has 
a  surprising  value. 

Some  of  the  cottages  are  very  pretty 
outside,  bnt  iilain  inside  ;  just  bare  wood 
on  all  sides  ;  the  top  a  mere  loft  parti¬ 
tioned  off  by  calico  curtains,  or  broad 
partitions  part  way,  so  that  what  is  spo¬ 
ken  in  the  bed  chamber,  is  heard  on  the 
house-top.  Others  again  are  handsome¬ 
ly  finished  off,  furnished  in  luxury  and 
comfort,  making  most  charming  Sum¬ 
mer  houses.  Nearly  all  have  piazzas,  and 
everything  is  arranged  for  tbe  most  de¬ 
lightful  out-door  life.  The  dear  saints 
say  this  place  reminds  them  of  tbe  Ghur- 
den  of  Eden,  and  the  Bible  pictures  of 
it.  The  children  of  Adam  and  Eve  are 
walking  around  here  in  great  numbers, 
and  one  ugly  looking  serpent  was  found 
and  carried  up  and  down  for  tbe  curious 
to  look  at — a  reminder  of  the  old  serpent 
that  tempted  Eve. 

A  large  tabernacle,  also  with  seats  for 
three  thousand  people,  is  at  one  side  of 
the  grounds,  and  public  services  alternate 
between  the  two  places.  The  tabemade 
was  provided  for  rainy  weather,  but 
through  come  fault  it  leaked  like  a  sieve 
at  the  first  heavy  rain,  and  under  the 
most  eloquent  sermons  we  have  been 
obliged  to  open  all  the  umbrellas  and  sit 
under  them  while  we  listened. 

This  campmeeting  has  recently  had 
about  four  days  of  rain,  thunder  storm 
and  drizzle,  but  the  people  have  borne 
it  with  the  most  patient  endurance,  and 
all  things  have  gone  on  just  aa  though 
the  sun  shone.  Invalids  have  been  here 
to  recruit,  and  got  what  they  came  for. 

Like  most  other  oampmeeting  grounds 

an  association  own  the  proper^  and  give 
a  perpetual  lease  to  all  who  wish  to  own 
ground  and  put  up  tents  or  cottages.

We  notiee  that  many  country  homes 
are  being  advertised  for  sale,  in  our  East¬ 
ern  States,  and  some  in  the  great,  all  pro¬ 
ductive  West ;  and  indeed  all  the  way 
from  the  Atlantic  ocean  to  the  Pacific. 
We  know  not  why,  unless  it  be  that  the 
owners  are  seeing  hard  times ;  and  if  that 
is  the  cause,  we  most  heartily  sympathize 
with  them,  though  we  doubt  whether  the 
course  they  are  taking  may  not  make 
their  condition  worse  instead  of  better, 
especially  those  somewhat  advanced  in 
life.

entitled  to  speak  with  authority  on  the 
subject.

CUBES  AND  RESTORATIONS  OF  THE 
GETTYSBURG  SPRING  WATER. 

Some  incredulous  person  appears  to 
have  addressed  Ex-Governor  W.  W.  H. 
Davis  of  Doylestown,  Pa.,  in  relation  to 
the  alleged  cure  and  rejuvenation  of  his 
father,  Hon.  John  Davis,  by  the  Gettys¬ 
burg  Eatalysine  Water.  We  subjoin  the 
Governor’s  reply ;  which,  it  will  be 
seen,  corroborates  the  story.  Making 
due  allowance  for  the  infinence  of  the 
imagination,  and  for  mistakes  of  opin¬ 
ion,  the  writer  certainly  describes  a  very 
extraordinary  curative  and  physiological 
effect  of  this  water.  It  is  difficult  to 
peruse  this  and  other  accounts  of  the 
therapeutical  and  restorative  phenomena 
of  this  fiuid,  and  to  credit  them,  without 
inquiring— Was,  then,  the  life-prolong¬ 
ing  and  youth-preserving  Spring,  locat¬ 
ed  by  aboriginal  tradition  in  the  interior 
of  this  continent  and  sought  by  its  Span¬ 
ish  discoveries,  no  myth,  but  only  an  ex¬ 
aggerated  reality  ?  It  has  been  reserved 
for  American  enterprise  to  demonstrate 
the  existence  on  the  western  coast  of 
Africa  of  the  monster  wild  man  of  the 
woods,  described  by  ancient  traditions, 
but  rejected  by  modern  natural  science 
and  authentic  history  as  fabulous.  Is 
this  same  enterprise  about  to  verify  an¬ 
other  of  those  ancient  traditions  which 
located  in  different  parts  of  the  world 
those  Springs  from  which  our  remote  an¬ 
cestors,  the  patriarchs  of  the  race,  im¬ 
bibed  life,  health,  physical  vigor,  and 
longevity,  unknown  to  their  posterity  ? 
If  we  construe  these  traditions  as  only 
ascribing  to  such  waters  rejuvenating  ef¬ 
fects  upon  the  human  constitution  when 
properly  and  persistently  used,  it  would 
really  appear  that  we  were  upon  the  eve 
of  such  a  veiification.  The  Governor 
writes  :

(Hear,  hear. )  And  if 
their  counsels  were  disregarded,  if  their 
votes  were  outnumbered,  can  we  believe 
that  a  Roman  Catholic  Parliament  in  Ire¬ 
land  would  be  indifferent  to  events  which 
they  must  class  among  the  highest  and 
most  interesting  to  them,  and  in  which 
their  feelings  are  the  most  deeply  en¬ 
gaged  ?  Sir,  I  cannot  for  a  moment  my¬ 
self  resist  the  conviction  that  in  such  a 
state  of  affairs  the  Parliament  of  Ireland 
wonld  not  hesitate  in  believing  that  it 
was  an  exclusively  Irish  affair  to  consid¬ 
er  the  condition  of  the  head  of  the  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  faith.  (Hear.) 

Well,  I  believe  that  that  would  lead  to 
great  dangers,  and  possibly  to  great  dis¬

Dr.  Cairns  of  Berwick,  lately  address¬ 
ing  the  Synod  of  his  Church  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  revived  Christian  life  as  a  condi¬ 
tion  of  higher  evangelistic  power,  said 
that  the  higher  Christian  life,  such  as, 
he  believed,  and  would  be  quite  able  to 
prove,  had  taken  place  as  the  result  of 
the  revival,  would  appear  in  making 
their  Christian  work  more  earnest.  He 
instanced  the  happy  change  which  had 
taken  place  amongst  many  people,  and 
said  he  had  seen  in  not  a  few  cases  a 
great  transition.  He  would  mention 
further,  as  a  proof  of  Christian  revival 
and  of  Higher  Christian  life,  a  greater 
simplicity  in  Christian  work.  They  were 
thrown  face  to  face  with  the  work  to  be 
done,  and  were  led  to  condense  Chris¬ 
tianity  into  a  few  brief  sentences.  Some 
one  had  said,  “The  creed  of  the  death¬ 
bed  becomes  short  and  limited  ;  ”  and 
that  had  been  their  experience  over  the 
country  in  this  work.  They  had  con¬ 
densed  Christianity  into  “  repentance  to¬ 
wards  God,  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.”  They  had  found  the  old  Gos¬ 
pel  in  all  ito  simplicity  and  brevity 
preached,  it  might  be,  without  any  great 
elaboration  or  effort  at  profundity,  with¬ 
out  the  weight  of  such  learning  as  would 
be  drawn  from  college  or  university  ; 
they  had  found  that  that  Gospel  had 
been  the  power  of  God  unto  salva¬ 
tion  to  every  one  that  believed.  An¬ 
other  feature  of  the  present  revival  was 
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the  Irish  Parliament,  and  perhaps  to  in¬ 
terfere  with  force.  Nor  can  we  suppose 
from  the  experience  that  we  have  had

A  foreign  writer  npon  sanitary  science 
makes  a  suggestion,  with  r^ard  to  se¬ 
curing  whmesome  houses,  which  is  at 
once  very  practical  and  very  easily  to  be 
carried  ont :  “Already  in  towns  a  certain 
amount  of  snpervision  is  exercised  over 
new  honsee.  The  walls  mast  be  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  thickness,  the  distance  from  the  op¬ 
posite  houses  must  measure  a  owtain 
number  of  feet.  All  that  is  now  proposed 
is,  that  toe  official  examination  should 
be  extended  to  essentials,  as  regards 
drainage  and  ventilation  ;  that  to4  pipes 
and  traps  should  be  forthooming  in  prop¬ 
er  pUces  ;  that  there  should  be  no  nn- 
guarded  communication  between  the 
sewers  and  the  interior  of  the  house ;

Poor  articles  of  a  similar 
character  having  appeared  since  the 
original  trial,  toe  Court  increased  the 
fine  from  200  to  400  thalers,  and  added  s 
month’s  imprisonment.  The  fine  of  400 
thalers  imposed  on  the  Bishop  of  Pader- 
born,  who,  when  the  proseention  was 
first  instituted,  made  over  all  his  prop¬ 
erty  to  his  brother,  has  just  been  paid 
by  one  of  bis  flock.  The  Court  decided 
to  accept  the'  money  in  spite  of  the  pro¬ 
test  of  toe  Bishop,  who  wished  to  un¬ 
dergo  the  alternative  of  imprisonment.

CURRENT  ETENTS, 


A  Great  and  Sadden  Flood. 

Reports  of  destruction  by  fiood  come 
from  various  points  in  the  Ohio  valley. 
The  damage  at  Cincinnati  was  principal¬ 
ly  by  the  breaking  loose  of  coal  barges. 
'The  Mariett  t  &  Cincinnati  and  Cincin¬ 
nati  and  Louisville  Short  Line  Railroads 
were  much  damaged,  and  several  trains 
were  wrecked,  with  some  loss  of  life.  All 
this  is  of  slight  consequence  compared  to 
the  sadden  and  literally  overwhelming 
disaster  in  and  about  Pittsburgh  on  Sun¬ 
day  night,  the  26tb.  During  the  day 
heavy  showers  took  place,  but  they  prov¬ 
ed  only  preparatory  to  the  deluge  which 
came  down  between  8  and  9  o’clock  in 
the  evening.  For  over  an  boar  the  rain 
fell  in  sheets  which  fairly  glistened  as  the 
flashes  of  lightning  fell  upon  them  in 
quick  succession.  The  water  flowed 
down  the  streets  leading  from  the  hill 
with  fearful  velocity,  the  current  being 
swollen  also  by  water  from  the  side 
streets.  The  Union  Depot  was  inandat- 
ed  to  the  depth  of  three  to  four  feet, 
rendering  it  impassable  for  the  Western 
trains.

in  tbe  Fourth  Ward.  Van  Bruam,  Mil- 
tenberger,  Marceu,  Pride,  and  Btevenson 
streets,  in  the  Sixth  Ward,  are  also  seri¬ 
ously  out  up.  Where  tbe  new  sewer  on 
Forbes  street  was  recently  built,  great 
ditches  have  been  opened. 

In  tbe  Thirty-Sixth  Ward  were  felt  the 
most  costly  results  of  tbe  deluge.  The 
tremendous  body  of  water  which  swept 
down  the  hills  into  Sawmill  Bun  raised 
that  stream  with  great  rapidity,  and  sent 
it  whirling  with  tremendons  velocity  and 
power  to  the  river. 

A  large  quantity  of  barrels  and  lumber 
were  curried  away  and  fast  piled  up 
against  the  new  iron  bridges  at  Main 
street,  which  did  not  long  resist  tbe  fury 
of  the  assault.  The  bridge  by  which 
Carson  street  crosses  the  river  was  swept 
from  its  abutments,  and  four  other  bridg¬ 
es  were  also  swept  away.  So  great  was 
its  force  that  a  large  number  of  barges 
with  coal  were  torn  from  their  fastenings 
and  ST^t  down  the  river.  The  towboat 
B.  P.  Wood  was  also  carried  away.  At 
Wood’s  mill  a  tremendons  slide  occurred, 
covering  the  rails  of  tbe  Pun  Handle  road 
to  the  depth  of  about  eight  feet.  A  train 
coming  toward  the  city  was  stuck  there, 
and  was  not  dug  out  until  nearly  morn¬ 
ing. 

The  damage  done  to  business  bonses  is 
very  heavy,  bat  cannot  be  computed  at 
this  timel  Messrs.  Arbnthnot,  Shannon 
A  Co.,  in  Liberty  street,  bad  a  valuable 
stock  of  goods  in  the  third  cellar,  and 
this  was  mxided,  and  they  were  damaged 
to  the  amount  of  $5000. 

In  Allegheny  City  the  flood  was  ter¬ 
rible.  A  sewer  on  Madison  avenue  and 
Vista  street  burst,  inundating  tbe  whole 
npper  part  of  the  city.  In  one  tavern  a 
nnmber  of  persons  were  seated  when  tbe 
water  began  to  rise.  A  man  named  Hess 
attempted  an  escape  by  swimming,  and 
was  drowned.  A  son  of  Alderman  Bol- 
aton  lost  his  life  in  a  vain  endeavor  to 
Biive  tbe  life  of  a  babe.  A  young  lady, 
sixteen  years  of  age,  is  also  among  the 
victims.  For  more  than  a  mile  on  Spring 
Garden  avenue,  the  marks  of  destruction 
are  everywhere  seen.  Houses  are  thrown 
together  in  heaps.  Some  twenty-five  or 
thirty  alaughter-honaes  on  tbe  avenue 
were  washed  away.  Many  building^  that 
were  not  totally  destroyed,  are  seriously 
damaged.  The  water  rising  to  tbe  height 
of  fifteen  Jeet,  flooded  the  first  floors  of 
all  tbe  honses,  and  in  manv  places  the 
second  stories.  Several  nooses  were 
swept  into  tbe  middle  of  the  street,  and 
others  carried  off  hundreds  of  yards  and 
shattered  to  pieces.  A  bouse  containing
